HURRAH FOR: OKLAHOMA 


PIONEERS BY THOUSANDS ON’ 

THH MAROH. 

RIFLES CRACKED AND MEN CHEERED 
WHEN THE SIGNAL FOR THE START 
WAS GIVEN BY GOVERNMENT TROOPS, 

PURCELL, Indian Territery, April 18.—Camp- 
fires are burning to-night in the Cherokee Strip, 
‘thirty-five miles this side of the northern bor- 
der. Eight o’clock this morning was the time 
when the barriers were supposed to fade away, 
but the troops moved southward from their 
@amp yesterday afternoon, and hundreds of 
boomers broke samp and started south on the 
trail as soon as the beys in blue were out of 
sight. 
There was a steady movement all night, and 
theu it happened that wher the 10 o'clock train 
on the Santa Fé haa crossed the Arkansas and 
mounted the divide the passengers were treated 
to the sight of a seemingiy endless procession 
of white-capped wagons moving rapidly along 
the trail which paraliels the railroad to Gathrie 
and beyond. 

As faras the eye could reach, looking north 

and south, the level, green plain was dotted 

with wagons, horses, and men. There were a 

dozen Otoe Indians on the train en route to their 

reservation, and they looked with anything bui 
kindly eyes on the panorama, One of 
them. John Rapes, who wore store clothes 
anda feather in his hat, and who speaks Eng- 
lish, said: ‘* White man he go to Oklahoma. 


By and by get Cherokee Strip. Then he steal 
rest of poor Injun’s lands. Where will our peo- 
ple go then ?” 

The train whieh toox its leisurely flight south- 
ward through the Indian ‘Territory to-day was 
composed: of five coaches, each comfortably 
filled with beomers who had apparently reached 
the conclusion that their chances of secur- 
ing quurter sections in the promised 
land would be greatiy improved if they 
went to Purcell and entered the army of 
Texans now camped there on the banks of the 
Canadian. A few of the men were aceompanied 
by their wives. The others were the kind who 
do their pioneering untrammeled by the society 
ot women—men who are here to-day and there 
to-morrow and belong to no partieular com- 
munity. 

Each man earried a gun, andall the way to 
the Canaaian they practiced on objects along the 
track. While the train was passing the earavan 
there was a constant fusiilade, the weapons 
being considerately pointed sky ward, 
This was taken in true Western apirit 
by the boomers on foot, and many returned the 
salute with Winchesters and double barrelled 
shot guns, There was much cheering and wav- 
ing of hats all along the line, and many a 
woman mounted on a states *“‘horse’’ tethered 
to a wagou swung her bonnet and joined in the 
cheer. ; 

The boomers now traveling over the Cherokee 
atrip may tuenk jor.uue that their red-skiuned 
scavengers are in attendance on the column 
and that the weather is safe to remain cold for 
several days. 

Owing to the great number of cattle trains on 
this single-track road, the express which left 
Arkansas City at 10:30 0’clock to-day consumed 
nearly 12 hours in making the 154 miles 
to Purcell. There are no eating houses on the 
line. The different streams erossed during the 
day shew signs of a recent rise, but are not yet 
lm passable. 
The south fork of the Arkansas is higher than 
it was a week ago. The Cimarron shews a Vol- 
ume not much inferior to the Arkansas beyond 
the Kansas border. The Canadian is eonsidered 
likely to be fordable next Monday, although 
there are signs of more rain in the region where 
the stream takes its source, 
Marshal Needles came as far as Guthrie to- 
day, and was given the privilege ef sleep- 
ing in a tent by the nited States of- 
tieor in charge of the detachment of 
the Thirteenth Infantry, whioh only arrived 
a few hours previous. The Marshal reiterated 
the statement telegraphed THE Timvslast night 
that he considered United States Marshal 
Jones of Kanswes was trespassing en his terri- 
tory and that he proposed to have the matter 
settled by the United States Attorney General. 
A large station is being erected at Gutnrie, 
and just back of iton the brow of a small hill 
the frame ef the United States Land Office can 
be seen. The structure will be finished in a few 
days. Itis very small. 

he land in the vicinity of Guthrie is better 
than that whick borders the track for a dis- 
tence of forty miles. North Oklahoma shews 
the best location fora town, and beasts of five 
or six frame buildings, aside from the cozy 
heuse whieh shelters the Indian trader. 
Judging from the number of people to be seen 
at the depot and the prairie eehooners anehored 
juss beyond there wil! not be many vacant 
claims when the flag drops next Monday. 

War Departmens permits to enter Oklahoma 
in advance of the mob seem to be plenty and 
this may operate to the great disadvantage of 
the array which is camped in ‘the strip and 
along the banks of the Canadian. 

Purcell, viewed by lamplight, seems the abode 
of people who left comfort and pleasure in the 
places whence they came. There is a big erowd 
and insuifielent accommodations. Atthis hour 
there are at least five persons to every bed in 
town, and another trainload of pilgrims is due 
to arrive In an hour. 

‘The movements of stoek northward from Texas 
to the Cherokee Strip has reached its heixht, and 
long trains of stock cars are crawling over the 
Santa Fé, bound for stations nearest the ranges 
of the cattle barons, 

The Texas cow or steer at this season is as 
poor as the fabled fowl whose ownership is 
ascribed to Job. It is all horns, and weeks 
of feeding on the nutritious grassss of 
the strip are necessary§to make its form cor- 
respond with the accépted style. The shippers 
show great inhumanity. The animals are 
packed in the ears regardless of consequences, 
aud as a result dozens of dead enes are 
found when each train is ready to discharge its 
cargo. The carcasses are dumped by the side 
of the track, and this morning the people on the 
train were afforded opportunity to see how 
these are finally disposed of. 

At Red Reck, about 25 miles this side ef the 
Kansas line, there is a large cerral, and outside 
it were the carcasses of twenty or thirty cattle. 
Off to the left 200 yardsa score or more [Indians 
were engaged in skinning and cutting dead ani- 
mals which had been hauled from the rallroad, 


ARKANSAS CITY, Kan., April 18.—At precisely 
8 o’clock this morning the eavalrymen in 
charge of the entrance to the Indian Territory. 
three miles seuth of here, gave the signal to xo 


to the first of a string of prairie schooners 
whioh filled the road for several miles back. 
A second signal was unnecessary. A yell 
of delight greeted it, und as the word passea 
along the cordon of wagons the cheers which 
followed showed that good Western enthusiasm 
had not diedin the bosoms of the Oklahoma 
beomers. The first step from the north is 
taken toward the Oklahoma country. 

During the preceding evening all prepara- 
tions had been completed for the trip of 65 
miles. Extra provender fer man and beast 
had been purchased, and with the break- 
ing of early merning the wagons had been 
loaded with the camp utensils, the 
tents had been folded, the horses 
hitched and the start made fer the Cherokee 
border. There they were halted by Uncie Sam’s 
regulars and detained unti) 6 o’clock, the time 
set for the beginning ef the passage of the Cher- 
okee outlet. 

The tirst wagen te go across the line from the 
Arkansas City camps was that owned by John 
Dowling of Neosho Falls, Kan., and when his 
little colony bad suceessfully crossed, the old 
gentleman arose from his seat in the wagon 
and gave &® whoop which must have rattled the 
windows of the Indtam seheol three miles away. 

As wagon alter wagon rolled out on the 
broad unfenced prairie, single file was discard- 
ed and the prairie navigators steered them- 
selves over the entire surface for miles. In 
two hours abeut 400 wageus had passed the 
point of entrance and with théir many 
horses and mules it was not long before the 
prairie, asfar asthe eye could reach, wasa 
mass of moving Wagon and animal life. 

The ninth seheoner contained Jokn Dowling 
of Kansas, who ¢@elebrated the oosasion with 
the patriotism it deserved by carrying the 
American flag, which he waved until 
his arms ached. He was loudly cheered. 

At neon Capt. Hayes and his cavairy com- 








parsy broke camp and began their  serv- 
ice as an escort to the pil ims. 
They are a _ splendidly-meunted ody ef 


men and their blue uniforms, bright accountre- 
menta, and well groomed horses contributed 
much picturesuueness and color to this histori- 
oal procession. 

Many of thecattlemen who still hold ranches in 
the Cherokee Strip have failed to remove their 
fences,and their eowboys had threatened tomake 
matters lively in their own pecuilar fashion for 
these boomers who refused to climb the fences. 
Capt. Hays says these fences are obstructions, 
and that they must go, cowboys or ne cowboys, 
and he has taken bis men with him simply as a 
guaranty of good faith. 

The first encampment will be made to-night 
near the Ponea ludian reservation, about 20 
miles south of here. Owing to the condition 
of the trails it is not believed that more 
than twenty milesaday can be made, and at 
this rate the Oklahoma line will net be reached 
until Sunday morning. P : 

Then, again, the exodus this morning did not 
include all the boomers who are encamped be- 
tween here and Caldwell. Yery few of these 
started, for the reason that they did not know of 
the change from the 19th to the day previous.

Wagons continue to pase through Arkansas 


City by the scores- 
Wicuira, Kan., April. 18.—The ‘Col. Cole Okla- 
homa ooleny leayes here to-merrow for Okla- 
homa. It contains apout two thousand people. 
CANADIAN, Texas, April 18,—All the infantry 
at Fort Supply, Indian Territery, and Elliott, 


Texas, leave to-morrew by rail. The cavalry 
have gone overland for Oklahoma. 
WASHINGTON, April 18.—Mr, Mason, Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, has decided that 
under the recent act of Concress and the proc- 
lamation of the President in relation to Okla- 
homa, it ceases to be “Indian country,” and that 
special tax stampa may. be sold to wholesale 
and retail liquor dealers to engage in: business 
there, under the same terms and regulations as 
in various States and Territories of gthe United 
States. By a previous act of Congress it was. 
provided that ne ardent spirits sheuld be intro- 
duced into the ‘Indian country,” except 
by the authority and under the control 
of the Secretary of War. The Indian Ter- 
ritory has heretofore been considered aa 
* Indian eountry,”- but the Commissioner holds 
that the Government, having purchaaed the in- 
terest of the Indian tribes in the Oklahona 
country, the latter can no longer be considered 
as ‘‘ Indian country,” and that the general law 
upon that subieet does not now apply to Okla- 
homa. The effect of this decision will be to 
allow wholesale and retail liquor dealers to 
purchase speci2z1 tax stampsin Oklahoma un- 
der the same terms as in gther sections of the 
country. 

Arrangements are being made to have a force 
of deputy collectors and revenue agents on 
band to see that the laws are enforced and that 
the interests of the Government are protected. 

It is.very apparent here that officers of the 
army are filled with the liveliest apprehension 
regarding the opening of Oklahoma. The Sec- 
retary of War has authorized the statement that 
the Government is fully aware of the situation 
and tas arranged to take all proper steps to 
prevent treuble. It is known that the subject 
has formed the main topic for discussion at re- 
cent Cabinet meetings, and that the Attorney 
General has been ealled upon to decide the 
question as to the mar aeer A of the War Depart- 
ment to act in case of strife, bloodshed, or vio- 
lence in the newly-opened country. Theinstruc- 
tions sent to the commandant of the troops in 
Oklaboma as a resultof the opinion rendered by 
the Attorney General were extremely guarded. 
They are understood to direct the army ottieers 
to assist in the maintenance of law, but to oare- 
fully observe the regulations detining their au- 
thority and leave arrests for violations of law 
to the Marshals. ; 

The President might, in case of serious dis- 
turbance, devlare martial law over the Terri- 
tory, but this could not be done in advance of 
abreach of the peace, and the machinery of 
Government would, 1t is feared, be too siow- 
moving to meet the great emergency which may 
arise. The only army regulation on the subject 
provides for interference by the trogps in an 
emergency, only in case of interruption to the 
carriage of the mail or assaults upon United 
States property, bat under a somewhat strained 
construction it may form the reason assigued 
for the use of troops to prevent or restrain riot- 
ing or bloodshed in the Territory. 


HIS LIFE NOT A SUCCESS.

SYDNEY WALTERS MIGHT HAVE HAD 
MORE TROUBLE HAD “HE LIVED. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 18.—J. Sydney Wal- 
ters, who cemmitted suicide at Chicago last 
night, came to this city from Pittsburg about 
two months ago, where he was engaged as ad- 
vertising solicitor for a historical publishing 
eom pany. Here he had been engaged in the same 
business until abouta week ago when he left the 
city for Chicago. Some years ago, he was em- 
ployed. in Chicage in canvassing for portraits 
and the sale of the “History of Chicago,” and 


previous to that time he was connected with 
Reid, Murdoek & Fisher and with a grocery 
publication. 

PITTSBURG, April _18.—Nera Erman, the wo- 
man referred to in the Chicago dispatches as 
having telegraphed to that city for information 
concerning Walters’s suicide a few hours after 
the deed had been committed, is an’ inmate of 
125 Second-avenue. When a reporter called he 
was introduced to a good-leoking brunette of 
about twenty-three years. of. age: ‘Her eyes 
were swollen and her disheveled tresses denot- 
ed recent weeping. $ f 

Tn opeaking of the suicide she said: “My 
sister Kitty, who was in Cleveland, telegraphed 
me that she had heard of Sydney’s death. I 
telegraphed to Chicago immediately. No, I dia 
not have any intimation that he contemplated 
the deed, although he had frequently made such 
threats in my presence. I did not attach any 
linpertanee to them. He was alwaya: light 
hearted and eontented that I did not think that 
he would commit suicide. When Mr. Walters 
tinished his business in this city he went to 
Cleveland. He had net been long there until 
he wrote for my sister to join him, and she did 
80.’ 

‘“Were they married ?” 

“T suppose so. I see she gives the name of 
Mrs. Walters in Chicago. I am afraid there 
will be trouble over this thing yet,’ went on 
the girl. ‘‘You see Walters has a wife on the 
stage. He told me she was Estelle Clayton, 
but I see the Chicago dispatches call her 
Malvina Benner. At any rate, they were to- 
gether two weeks ago. They talked of,getting 
a divorce, but if they have not I am afraid the 
two women will meet in Chicago and have 
trouble.” 

CHICAGO, April 18,—At the inquest this morn- 
ing Mrs. Walters, who was notified last night 
to come to Chicago, took the stand and testified. 
She said that she had been married to Walters 
about six months. He was an.Englishman and 
a London newspaper man of considérable promi- 
nevee. She did not know whether or not 
he was related to John Walters, the well-known 
London newspaper man. Since he had been in 
Chicago she had received three letters from her 
husband, in one of which she saw he was tired 
of living and wanted to die. He could not make 
a success of life. She did not think at that time, 
however, that his intentions were serious. 


MINISTER RYAN’S SON DISGRACED. 

Los ANGELES, Cal., April 18.— Last night at 12 
o’clock Fred Ryan was arrested by Capt. Harris 
of the poliee detective forces on a charge of ob- 
taining $225 from the Bristol sisters under 
false pretenses, His father, Thomas Ryan, for- 
merly a Congressman, has just been appointed 
Minister te Mexieo. The young man has led a 








about one yearago. Hedrew a draft on his 
father for $225 about two months ago, and in- 
dueed the Bristol sisters to cash it, and left for 
San Francisco. The father refused to honor the 
-draft, and informed the Misses Bristol that he 
would have nothing more to do with his son. 

The sleters then swore out a complaint against 
young Ryan, and it was placed in the hands of 
the detectives, who have been looking tor him 
é6ver since. He eluded them until yesterday, 
when he again visited this city, and was shad- 
owed until the officers were confident that 
they had the right man. Then they placed him 
under arrest and eondueted him to the police 
station, where he was thrown intoa cell. This 
morning he was transférred te the gerry 6 jail, 
where he now is. Héig trying to get hia father 
te intercede for him, e is about tweaty-three 
years of age and haga bad feputation. When 
arrested he had a telegram frem his father tell- 
ing him to come to Topeka at onee and te draw 
on him for any sum he needed. It is believed 
that the dispateh is a forgery. 


THE MICHIGAN UNIVERSITY. 

DETROIT. Mich., April 18.—The Regents of the 
State University are in session., They have ap- 
pointed Prof. John Dewey, now Professor of 
Philosophy in the Minnesota State University, 
to the Chair of Philosophy, made vacant by the 
death of Prof. George §8. Morris, Prof. 
Dewey was for several years assistant to Prof. 
Morris and has attained a reptitation as 
a writer upon philosophy. The title of Agsiat- 
ant Professor of Méchanical Engingering was 
conferred upon Lieut, L. D. Miner, who was re- 
cently detailed for service here by the Secretary 
of the Navy. The resignation .of .Dr., 0. H. 
Stowell, Professor of Histology, was présented 
and accepted, to take effect Oct. 1, as was giat 
of Prof. J. W. Langley from the Chairof General 
Chemistry and Metallurgy, to take effect June 
80, and Louisa Reed-Stowell, assistantin Micro- 
scopical Botany, to take effect Oot.

SHIFTING THE RESPONSIBILITY ON THE 


GERMAN CONSUL. 

BERLIN, April 18.—A Samoan “ White Boek” 
has juste been issued, obviously in view of the 
approach of the Samoan Conference. In a dis- 
pateh to Herr Stuebel, the new German Consul 
te Samea, dated April 16, Prince Bismarck cen- 
sures Consul Knappo’s conduct throughout the 
troubles in Samoa He dwells upon the 
deplorable fact that, with an imadequate 
force and without authority, urgenoy, or a like- 
lihood of success, Consul Knappe took meas- 
ures on Dec, 17 which resulted in the death of 
alarge number of persons and an undesirable 
change in the position of planters, besides 
jeopardizing peace with Ameriea, while quies- 


‘cence would have preserved a tolerable state of 


affairs. ‘he sanction of the other treaty pow- 
ers being lacking, he says, Consul Knappe’s de- 
mand for the control of the foreign relations of 
Bawea was of no foree, aud eompelled him 

(Bismarck) to notify Great Britain aud America 
of its Witndrawal. : 

The Chancelior concludes by declaring that 
Germany has nothing to do with the internal 
affairs of Samoa; that her mission 1s restricted 
te protecting Germans and enabling them to 
develop commercial interests. 

’ Prince Bismarck has issued an order in which 
he defines the responsibilities of commanders of 
war ships with respect to requests of Consuls 
abroad. The Chancellor directs commanders to 
examine for themseives the legal and political 
rounds for such request, unless the Consul pro- 
duees special authority from the Germau Forvlgn 
Otfice. As the reason for his action, Prince Bis- 
inarek reiersto the recent events in Samoa, 
where, he says, an unautnorized request result- 
ed in great loss of life and in injury to German 
interests, and danger was thereby incurred of 
Gernfany becoming embrolied with a friendly 
nation, with no conclusive reasons existing for 
the intervention of armed forces.

SOMETHING . QUEER HERE 


PROHIBITION 10 BE BEATEN 
IN PENNSYLVANIA. 
REMARKABLE CHANGE OF FRONT ON 
THE PART OF QUAY AND THE RE- 

PUBLICANS. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 18.—As “prohibition 
day” draws near the politicians are beginning 
to look areund in order to see the result of the 
“wet” or “dry” vote on that day. The situa- 
tion has ehanged in six weeks. Six weeks ago 
everything pointed toward prohibition, espe- 
cially in the interior of the State. It was pre- 
dicted then that prohibition would carry the 
day, and the vote of the interior towns would 
come rolling down to Philadelphia in such big 
volume that it would take a tremendous ma- 
jority to overcome it, 

The present outlook peints to a defeat of the 
censtitutional amendment by an overwhelming 
majority. Everybody is talking about » “wet” 
Statein the most positiveterms. In the Legisla- 
ture everything points toward defeat for the 
prohibition party, and the members in both the 
House and Senate are declaring themselves 
against the amendment. The Republieans are 
decidedly open in expressing their intention to 
defeat the measure. Senator Cooper's paper, 
the Delaware American, has voiced his opinion 
in decided terms against the amendment, and, 
in fact, pearly ail the Republican legislators 
are in favor of a “ wet? State. 

The Democrats both in the Senate and' House 
are against the proposed innovation, but they 
are not quiteso free in expressing their opin- 
lions as the Republicans. They feel sore because 
they were not consulted inthe first place, but it 
is understood that they do not want the amend- 
ment, and while toey are going to vote against 
it they. will not poll: avery large vote. Senator 
Ross of Bucks County, a Democratic leader, de- 
clared in the Senate that the amendment was 
oie ro & political dodge on the part of the Re- 
publicans to put the Democrats in a hole, and 
ae 2 not propose to have anything to do 
with it. 

A prominent Republiean politician said yes- 
teraay that the Republicans never intended 
that the bill should pass. ‘* Quay only had the 
bill introduced in the Legislature because he 
had given his promise to do so in order ee 
vent the smashing of the slate at the last Gov- 
ernors convention,” he said. ‘Davies, his 
candidate for Lieutenant Governor, was nomi- 
nated by 2 majority over Montooth, Chris 
Magee’s man. In orderto obtain that majority 
Quay was compelled to promise the. Chester 
County delegates that the Legislature should 
pass a bill submitting the question to a vote of 
the people. He has fulfilled his promise, but 
the Republican organization has given no aid 
or comfort to the prehibitionists.” 

Chairman Andrews has carefully refrained 
from calling the Republican State Committee 

together fur fear that the question might be 
brought up and the party committed either one 
Way or the other, and he will not do soe until a 
vote has been taken upen the amendment, when 
it sheuld have been brought together before 
this, according to all precedent, for the purpose 
of holding the State Convention. Chairman 
Audrews, under Quay’s inspiration, gives the 
cue for the party by saunouncing that prohibt- 
tion is not a political question and has no place 
in politics. It is a matter that should be de- 
cidea by individual voters without regard to 
politics. Quay does not commit himself, but it is 
very probable he will vote “dry” as an indl- 
vidual. 

Democratic Chairman Kisner and the leading 
men of his party have held several secret con- 
ferences, at whioh strennous efforts were m:de 
to put the Democratic Party in alrect opposition 
to prohibitien, It was finally determined that 1t 
would not be wise for the party to take any 
active part, The Democratie belief is that the 
Republicans arein a bad way, whiehever way 
the vote goes On the question. They are confi- 
dent that the intern dissensions upon the 
compromise give them a fair chanee of carry- 
ing the State next Fall.

Senate on Jan. 30 andin the house on Feb. 5,

{t can be positively stated that fifty-four 
members of the Legislature who supported the 
amendment have privately admitted that they 
intend to vote against it at the polls, Fourteen 
of the same class say they are undecided, which 
may be fairly taken as an indication that their 
views also have changed in some degree; and 
four members refused to say what they will do, 
which is additional evidenée of the growth of 
the opposition party. 

Eighty of-the most prominent clergymen of 
the city and suburbs issuea an address to-day 
opposing the amendment. Among the signers 
were Prof. Andrew P. Peabody and Francis G.

THE SENATORS EXCITED 


LDIEUI. GOV. JONES GIVES AN 

ARBITRARY RULING. 

THE RAPID-TRANSIT BILL IN DANGER— 
GATHERING OF BLACK HORSE CAV- 

_ ALRYMEN. 

ALBANY, April 18.—A most remarkable exhi- 
bition, even for this Legislature, occurred in tha 
Assembly Chamber this morning when Mr. 
Hamilton called up his Telephone bill. The 
lobby, under the eharge of John J. O’Brien of 
New-York, took possession of the members’ 
smoking room on the floor of the House, where 
headquarters had been opened. Members were 
brought to him by Charles Smith. the indisted 
member, from the —“ighth New-York District, 
O’Brien’s chosen lieutenant, who marshaled the 
black horse cavalry and the highwaymen of the 
House for the purpose of defeating a bill that 
would reduce the telephone charges of 
New-York City 50 per cent. Mr. Hamilton 
moved to reconsider the vote by which the bill 
was beaten a fow weeks ago. It was 
necesgary to obtain 65 votes. The safest way 
to defeat this motion was to prevent the mem- 
bers from voting. This course the disreputable 
members of the House, who openly consort 
with the biack horse cavalry, adopted. Mr. 
Hamilton moved a call of the House before the 
vote was announced. The spectators, contrary 
to rule, were not expelled, and the lobby was 
allowed to remain in full foree. A dezen de- 
linquent members were called to the bar of the 
House, but for some reason no effort was made 
to put them on record, although thirty other 
members had already refrained from voting. 

Recognizing the fact that he had net foree 
enough behind him to make his effort suecess- 
ful, Mr. Bamilton moved a second call of the 
House, and insisted that the zalleries should be 
cleared, but before its uperation could go inte 
effect Charles Smith moved that the call be sus- 
pernded, and the black horse cavalry rushed 
trom the room where O’Brien had made his 
headquarters, and from which he had reluct- 
antly retired several minutes before under the 
gentie suasion ef the Sergeant at Arms, and 
voted solidly with Smith. Hamilton’s motion 
was beaten—61 to 20. “ 

Tne following thirty-four members were pres- 
ent in the House, bur refused to vote: Barton, 
‘Cc. C, Clarke, Comstock, Cronin, Demarest, Dine- 
hart, Duffy, Fitts, Graham, Guenther, Haggerty, 
Hayes, Kelly, Lane, Longiey, Mase, McCann, 
McCarren, McLaughlin, Mesick, Milier, Moffitt, 
Murray, Nixon, Rice, Savery, Schaaff Charles 
Smith, Tetft, Towne, Townsend, Treadway, and 
Young. Mr. Gallup of Onondaga made an at- 
tempt to put every one of these men on record, 
but Speaker Cole ruled him out of order. To- 
night the black horse cavalry are in transports 
of delight. They have obtained judicial inter- 
pretation on the fate of the bill and know that 
under the rules telephone legislation for 
this session is dead. They ussert that 
the time has come when the telephone 
companies must take as substantial eare of 
them as they nave taken care of the compauies, 
and they are looking forward eagerly to the 
‘day of settlement. The current price of votes 
is placed at $5UU apieee, and it Derhaps may be 
in the province of the special som mitiee that the 
Board of Trade and Transportation will ask to 
have appointed to examine inte the means by 
which the Hamilton bill was killed and who 
were the persons who handled the money. 

The House deferred aetion on the Fassett 
Prison bill until next Weanesday. The matter 
came Up a8 aspecial order. Last week, it will 
be remembered, the House substituted the 
Yates bill, which is even a@ worse measure than 
that under which the prisons are now operat- 
ing, for theSavery bill. When the Yates bill 
came up to-day Dr. Bush of Chemung moved to 
substitute the Fassett Prisen biil for considera- 
tion, Of course, this met with an indignant pro- 
test from Judge Yates, tke father of the present 
law. Hedeclared that the Fassett billwasa 
monstrosity, undigested, unknewn, aud unex- 
amined. He had studied it for hours with the 
greatest care aud found it replete witb errors. 

Mr. Saxton had examined the bill carefully 
and found it in-all respects an excellent mens- 
ure. .In some minor points it needed slight 
modification, “‘but,”-said the speaker, ‘ig. is 
time fer us. to grapple with this subject 











ous- 
ly, tntelligently, and as legislators. I don’t be- 
Heve this bill should be referred back to the 
cemmittee for ahearing. The committee has 
been struggling with this State prison subject 
all Winter long, and we have heard repeatedly 
how difficult it has been to get them together 
to consider a bill.” He suggested that the bill 
might be made a spesial order for next Tues- 
day in Commitiee of the Whole, retaining its 
place en the order of third reading. 

Mr. Hauotiton offered an amendment to barout 
all machinery in the State prisens under the 
operation of the Fassett bill. It was first 
beaten, but was subsequently picked up and by 
a standing vote was adopted. There was more 
or less quibbling over the propositions when 
the bill should be considered and in what order 
and what standing itshould havein the House 
during any discussion. Mr. Yates fought. des- 
perately tor time, and insisted that Wednesday 
Was none too near to allow the members to ex- 
amine it so that they could act with inteili- 
gence. Mr. Crosby was opposed tothe exten- 
sionof time. “lam in favor ef taking it up 
and passing it now,” he exclaimed. ‘But if 
that does not aecord with the judgment of the 
mewbers of the House lI would say takeit up 
to-morrow and pass it then. The’ Republican 
Party can’t afford to delay the consideratien of 
this matter. We have been led around too long 
by a gang of agitators, and it is time that we 
should speak and act for ourselves.” 

Dr. Bush explained that the bill had been 
drawn by Pro?. Colin at his request, and that in 
his absence Prof. Colin had given it to Senator 
Fassett, who had introduced it. He opposed 
the motion te consider the bill on Wednesday 
and insisted on Tuesday as giving them ail 
plenty et time to decide what was best to be 
done with is. Gen. Husted had come into the 
House while Dr. Bush was speaking, and hoe 
toek the position that the bill must be eonsid- 
ered in Committee of the Whole. But Speaker 
Cole obtained the floor and asserted that the 
Republican Party and the Legislature “‘had 
been monkeying long enough” with the subject 
and it was time for them to de something de- 
cisive. This was a geod Dill, it had been vare- 
fully drawn, and Was infinitely superior to the 
existing law. He was opposed to delay, and be- 
lieved that the present was the best time to 
take the bill up, consider it, and pass it. 

Bya multiplicity of motions the House re- 
solved itself into a Mammoth tangle, which was 
only cut by Mr. Saxton’s moving that the whole 
matter—the Yates bill und the Fassett bill—be 
carried over to next Wednesday and that final 
action be taken then. There is a very strong 
sentiment in the House among Democrats 
and Republicans in favor of the Fassett bill 
Having been drawn under the guidance of Gov. 
Hili and supported by the Repubiican leader in 
the Senate, the question of politics has practi- 
wally been eradicated from the provlem, and 
although a few demuagoges and fanatics will do 
their utimost to inject amendments wnose pur- 
poses will obviously be to emasculute the vill, 
itis beliewed it will pass the House substan- 
tlaily in its present shape. Once into the Sen- 
ate its security is assured, for the Republican 
leaders will support Fassett. 

The highwaymen in the House put tbe knife 
into Senator Cantor’s Pole Grounds bili tu-day 
and with the result that the New-York Baseball 
Club will be eompellea this year to seek quar- 
ters on Staten Island; as to-morrow 1s the iast 
day they had for determining whether they 
would play or noton theirold grounds. Mr. 
Sheehan made u« valiant attempt to have the 
bill read, but half a dozen representatives of 
the black horse contingent confronted him with 
the blue boek and pointed to tne fatai rule 
which prohibits the reading of any bill intro- 
duced after March 15 withoat 93 wnrani- 
mous consent until all the measures 
introduced before thut date have been passed 
upon. The antagonism to the Polo Grounds bill 
is contined solely to the strikers of the Huuse, 
who have been encouraged and advised by 
members of the Board of Alasrmenof New- 
York City. The conduct of the black horse 
cavairy toward this bill illustrates what a 
hungry and desperate gang are serving as rep- 
resentatives ef the State of New-York in the 
lower house. 

The House, in a apasm of virtue, rejected with 
great glee the Senate resolution tu adjourn over 
Good Friday. Judging from the exhibitions 
that the members gave to-day, it is only too ap- 
parent that they are more disposed to think of 
their pockets than of their churehes. 

At the evening session of the House the fol- 
lewing bills were passed:

tion. It was left ona high and rickety trestle, 
and Corporation Counsel Beekman a andened 
the cab and took his position on the rear plat- 
form, from which quarter the most serious dan- 
ger was apprehended, for the Republican ex- 
resses—the Oresby High License pill and the 
xton Ballot Reform bill—were sweeping 
along at a high rate of speed, threatening the 
Mayor's train with serious disaster unless it 
was gotten ont of the way. The Senate Cham- 
ber resounded with the detonation of legislative 
torpedoes to-night, and for a time it was a ques- 
tion whether the Mayor’s train or the people 
who were handling 1t weuld suffer most. Jude 
Robertson had his hand on the throttle of the 
Crosby Excise Commission express and Senator 
Arnold had the Ballot Reform, limited, all ready 
to get under way as soon as the Mayor’s train 
Was switched on a side track. 

General Manager Hill bad been apprised this 
afternoon that the Republicans proposed to run 
these trains through the Senate to-night. He 
gave orders to Train Dispatcher Jones and to 
Flagman Grady thatthe Mayor's train had the 
right of way ana should hola it at all hazards. 
Jonas obeyed his orders, Grady did likewise, 
and the result was such a shake-up as the Sen- 
ate has not seen for years. Junes refused to 
move the Mayor’s train outof the way, although 
the Republicans had more than enough of 
steam for the purpose, and for two hours the 
Senate resombied a bear garden. The Hepub- 
licans are determined to push the Ballot Reform 
and Crosby Exeise measures through to-morrow 
and another entertaining session may be looked 
for. : 

The first amendment offered by Senator Fas- 
seit was in section 7 and provided that the 
Commissioners appointed by the Mayor should 
submit the articles of association for the com- 
pany receiving. the franchise to the Singing 
Fund Commissioners within 120 days after or- 
ganization. He also propeees an amendment 
which provides thatif the Sinking Fund Com- 
missioners disapprove of the articles of associa- 
tion, they shall, in stating their grounds of ob- 
jection, propose such changes in or substitutions 
for said articles as to them sRall appear expedi- 
ent. “ Gudfather’ Ives made no objection to 
either of these changes, and they were adopted 
without discussion. 

The real battle of the day now began over the 
amendment which bas already eaused so much 
diseussien. It is much the most important 
change yet propesed in the measure. It was 
introduced by Mr. Fassett and consisted in 
etriking out the words “or for any other cause” 
in the senterce providing that she Commiassivn- 
ers of the Sinking Fund may, if in their judg- 
ment the amount of the bid is insufficient, re- 
fuse to accept such bid. 

Immediate and vigorous objection was made 
to this proposition by the Democrats, opposi- 
tion which drew from Mr. Fassett a striking 
speech in support of his amendment. He said 
that he understood the object of the framers of 
the bill was to prevent the Manhattan Railread 
Company from obtaining the franchise, He 
held that the very power which allowed the 
objection of one bid would permit the aceept- 
ance of a bid which might be equally ebjection- 
able. There was no exient to which this olause 
could not be earried. It allowed the Commis- 
sioners to refuse bids for the most trivial and 
frivoleus reasons. His amendment, he thought, 
would keep the Commissioners out of tempta- 
tion, in that they would not be overwhelmed 
with appeals from individuals or corporations 
who desired to obtain the franchise at any coat. 
He further insinuated that ex-Secretary Whit- 
ney, at the head of a Philadelphia and Washing- 
ton syndicate, was behind the bill. 


Mr. Ives said that the amendment had been 
offered under a misapprehension of what the 
city really wanted. he amount of money 
which the city would receive for the franchise 
Was only asmall eonsideration. The most im- 
portant ebject of the bill was to sell the fran- 
chise to some person or persons who would 
operate rapid-tranait railrouds for the best in- 
terests for the people of the city of New-York. 
Tf the amendment was adopted it might insure 
the passage of the bill, but tt would absolutely 
annu: any good results to be derived under the 
measure. Mr. Arnold asked Senator Ives if he 
would object to an amendment which would 
put the final decision as to the acceptance 
of bids into the hands of the General 
Term of the Supreme Court. Mr. Ives said that 
he would, for he. thought that the Supreme 
Court had not been particularly successful in 
dealing with present railroad matters in New- 
York. Why should the court be ziven power to 
deal with city property when the question of 
law was notinvolved? Asa substitute for the 
Fassett amendment, Mr. Ives suggested that 
the words ‘“‘or acceptance of such bid ve not for 
the best interest of the city” and also that the 
Dommissioners should be obliged to state their 
reasons for such refusal in writing, such state- 
ment to be filed in the office of the Clerk of the 
county in which such city is situated. 

Mr. Fassett said that the chief objection to 
the Ives amendment was that it simply said 
the same thing as his amendmentin a prettier, 
smoother way. He thought that the only rea- 
sons for rejecting the highest bid were, firet, in- 
sufficiency of amount; second, informality in 
the manner of presenting the bid, and third, if 
the bid were made by any corporation already 
possessing Valuable methods for rapid transit 
or for carrying passengers in New-York, and 
to whom the securing of this franohise would 
give e practicai monopoly. Here a little inci- 
dent occurred which threatened, for the nonce, 
to put an end to the rapid-transit diseussion. 
Senator Langbein, who had so far aliowed the 
debate te xo on uninterrupted by him, suddenly 
eame to the conclusion that he wanted to 
air his views on the subject in ques- 
tien, and asked to be recognized by the Chair. 
The President declared the floor to be in the 

ossession of the little Senator frem the 

venth, but the President pro tem. re- 
fused to give way. He said that he hadn't 
yielded the floor and didn’t intend te. Lieut. 
Gov. Jones calmly sat down and said that no 
further business could be done until Mr. fas- 
sett took his seat. Finally,in the interest of 
peace, the latter gentleman eonsented to give 
way to Mr. Langbein. After all this excitement 
Mr. Langbein’s only thought which it was pos- 
Mble to call from the vast masse of meaningless 
words to which he gave utterance was that the 
milk in the eocoanut had finally been reached, 
and he hoped that Mr. Fassett would insist on 
his amendment. 


Senator Vedder offered a substitute for Mr. 
Tves’s substitute, providing that the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners, if in their judgement 
the amount of the bid was insufficient, eould re- 
ject, if the terms of the sale should not have been, 
in their opinion, substantially complied . with. 
Mr. Vedder repudiated the insinuations that his 
aide of the Senate wanted te give the franchise 
to any particular man. He declared that the 
bill as it now stood provided no certainty that 
the franchise would be obtained by any person 
or persons who would act for the best interests 
af the city. He thought it might easily be given 
to some pet eorporation of the Mayor or to peo- 
ple who had intluenee over him. ® said that 
vids ought not to be rejected for causes over and 
beyond matters which had to do with the run- 
ning of the road, He said Jay Gould had not 
disturbed his slumbers. ° 

Mr. Grady. defended the Mayor and the Sink- 
ing Fund Commissieners. He said that no Sen- 
ator on the floor was entitled to eriticise any 
member of the commission. There was net a 
Bingle one ofthem whom he did not consider 
the peer of any Senater around the circle, but 
yet they were talked about as if they were ex- 
eonvicts atleast. Never in the history of New- 
York had any scandal been laid atthe doora of 
che Sinkiag Fund Commissioners. The Mayor 
had not come to the Legislature with a perfect 
rapid-transit, law but “oe taf with a proposition 
that the city should be paid for the franehises 
whieh a6 present were being given away for 
nothing. 

Mr. Fassett suggested that Mr. Grady seemed 
to lose sight of the fact that this was a general 
jaw, and net only applied to Manhattan Island 
put te the whole State. He for one would not 
be a party to giving tothe Commissioners the 
powers eontempiated under this bill. The 
measure meant the destruetion of the Canter 
act. It did not compel the sale of the franvhise 
to the highest bidder, but to any one to whom 
the Mayor and Commissioners might see fit. 
The speaker then offered an amendment to his 
own amendment atriking out the clause 
“or for any other cause’ and substituting 
“or if terms of sale ehall not have 
been evog orb pay | complied with, or if 
the highest bidder for such franchise be a corpo- 
ration, individual, or assoeiation ot individuals 
controlling any reute or routes for the trans- 
portation of passengers, a further crant to 
whom, in the judgments ef the Commissioners, 
would be injurious to the best interests of the 
sity.” Senator Vedder withdrew his substitute, 
which was somewhat similar to this, and the 
vote was taken on the lves substitute, which 
was lost—13 to 16. 

Said Senator Linson: “My esteemed friends 
who are championing this bill have been so 
thoughtless as net to allow me to get my hand 
im the meal if there is meal in this Dill, as was 
suggested by Senator Fassett yesterday. There- 
fore { am entirely impartial so far as anything 
\m the bill is concerned. I would like to see the 
jJanguage which is new contained in the bill, 
and which Senator Fassett seeks to strike out, 
shanged 1n some manner. I would Ike to see 
it changed to the extent proposed by Senator 
Lves, but it does seem to mo that theamerdment 

of Senator Fassett is altogether too narrow, and 
is chaining down the Commissioners of the 
Sinking Fund to altogether too fine a point. It 
makes the only possibie bidder whe can get this 
tranchise the highest bidder. There is an ele- 
ment of discretion whieh shonid always enter 
into @ matter of this kin4, where public officers 
are eharges with the execution ef such a truse 
28 18 Confided te the Commi@ioners of thee¢nk- 
jug Fund by this bill.

rulings of the presiding officer. Iu the firss 
case he evidently misunderstood the question, 
and, when he finally did discover his mistake, 
played the part of @ true son of mother Eve, 
and rather than acknowledge his fault, stuek 
bravely to it, thereby losing his reputation 
hitherto as a fair and unprejudiced Chairman. 
In the last case he was clearly Wrong, and it is 
hard to fathom the motives prompting him. 

As soon as the session was called to order the 
President announce! that the business before 
the Senate was third reading of bills. Under 
this order discussion of the Rapid Traneit bill 
would have been continued, but Senater Fas- 
sett, evidentiy weary with the monotony of 
things, said that, for the sake of testing the at- 
titude of Senator Ives on this bill and other 
business before the Senate, he would move*to 
lay the bill en the table until the regular busi- 
ness of the Senate had been gone through. En- 
gineer lves objected and the motion was put. 
The result was 14 votes in the affirmative, 
and 12.in the negative, a strict party vote, 
with the single exception of* Senator Cozg- 
geshall, who stood with the Democrats against 
the motion. 


Then the fun began. Lieut. Gov. Jones de- 
clared the motion jost, ruling that it required 
@ two-thirds vote to put a Dill on the tabie, 
The most chkaritable way ef acceunting for this 
is that he thought the motion was to dispense 
with the ninth joint rule, whieh under the 
rules conld require the above vote. Searcely 
had the unfortunate decision left Mr. Jones's 
mouth when Senator Erwin jumped to his feet 
with an appeal from the decision. The Chairman 
refusea to recognize Mr. Erwin, saying that the 
whole thing was, Omply @® scheme todo inan 
indirest way what the rules said should not be 
done in a direct way; that under the ninth joint 
rule no bill could be jaid on the table except by 
a two-thirds vote. Senator Fassett said that if 
@ single Senator in the minority would stand on 
his feet and say asatan that the motion re- 
quired more than a majority, not a single Re- 
publiean Senator would epter a protest. 

This challenge fell to the floor with a dull 
thud, and wae quiekiy kieked under the desks 
by Senator Grady, who insisted with a super- 
abundance ef misplaced eloquence that the 
ruling of Chairman Jones was quite correct. 
Mr. Fassett suggested that there were many 
important bills on the desk, among them the 
Saxton Electoral Reform measure and the 
Excise bill, and he thought it only fair that 
since so much time had beengiven of late to 
the Rapid-Transit roblem some little time 
should be given to ether matters which were of 
notless eonsequence. Big Senator Erwin, who 
during ali this te him uninteresting discussion 
had been trying in vain to prevent his rising 
wrath from strangling him, rose in virtuous in- 
dignation again to appeal frem.the Chair’s de- 
eisien. The presiding officer, for the seeond 
time, sald him nay. 


Pandemonium let leose was nothing to what 
followea. It was fan for the spectators, but 
death to the Mayor's bill. Erwin thundered 
forth that he did net intend to be bulldozed, and 
that he and the majority intended to have their 
rights at any cost. He could and shouid have 
the appeal put. He intended to stand on his 
feet while breath was left in his body. He 
stood in the well and shouted unintelligible 
things as if he gaecant what he said. The hard 
hearted one in the chair was adamant, and the 
appeal was not put. 

Senator Fassett again entered the arena with 
an appeal in favorof the appeal, saying that 
the Lieutenant Governo?’a decision not to con- 
sider it was contrary to all parliamentary laws 
and precedent. 

“A Republican Chairman, Gen. Husted,’ 
cried Mr. Oantor, “has ruled that under. like 
circumstances no appeal could be taken from 
the decision of the Chair.” 

“That isnot so. It is false,” retortea Fassett, 
his voice quavering with passion. Senator 
Raines made a feeble attempt te come to the 
rescues With a motion te recommit the bill to 
the Committee on Railroads, retaining its order 
in third reading. This move only added fuel to 
the flames. Erwin beliowed the louder and 
Fasset yelled: ‘‘On behalf of the majority of 
this Senate, daly elected by the people of this 
State, I wish to enter a vigorous pretest against 
this agg i | and high-handed ruling of the 
OCbair, and further declare that I will no 
longer vontinue to sit in this Senate Chamber 
under a presiding officer who would be gailty of 
such arrant breach of ail rules of parliamentary 
procedure.” 


Thereupon the irate representative went to 
his desk, lecked it, and prepared to carry out 
nis threats. He urged his eolleagues to do like- 
wise, but with acouple of exceptions they re- 
fused. Sturdy old Judge Robertson deciared 
that he would sitin his seat until the eocks be- 
gan to crow, if necessary, and gee the farce 
through. Senator Grady got the floor, and aur- 
rounded by 4 wali of law books, talked fer half 
an houror wore, with frequent interruptions, 
against the Raines metion to recommit Ho 
finally gave way fora motion te adjourn from 
Senator Coggeshall, which was quickly earried, 

In the clouds of smoke which enveloped the 
battlefield the rapid transit locomotive could 
be distinctly seen rising skyward with Chief 
Engineer Beekman wringing his hands ina 
vain attempt to grasp the quick-moving throt- 
tle.

The following 1s a 





LIFE LOSTIN THE CRUSADE

MEN HURLED TO 1HE GROUND 


BY A PALLING POLE. 

ONE LINEMAN KILLED AND ANOTHER 
BADLY HURT WHILE TAKING DOWN 
POLES AND WIRES IN SIXTH-AVENUE. 

A fatal accident marred the otherwise 
6uccessful work of the Department of Publie 

Works yesterday in the cutting down of the 

telegraph, telephone, and eleetrio light poles 

and wires. By it one lineman, Michael Early, 
was instantly killed and a second, Hagh Reilly, 
was taken to the New-York Hospital so badly 

Mangied.and bruised as to render the chances 


- between life and death an even thing. 


On Sixth-avenue, west side, near the corner of 
Twenty-fourth-street, stood a fifty-foot pole. 
It had been cleared of wires on the previous 
day, and just before 9 e’clock yesterday morn 
ing the men working under. the direetion of the 
Bureau of Incumbrances prepared to cut 

it down, The men were a part 
of Contractor Busby’s gang, under the 


immediate charge of Inspector Roth of the 
Board of Electrical Control, The pole was 
guyed by means ef ropes extending to the ele- 
vated railroad supports and to adjacent poles, 
The pole stood just in front of the building num- 
bered 387 on Bixth-avenne, the first floor of 
which is occupied as a shoe store and the two 
upper stories as a dwelling house 

arly and Reilly were ordered to go upon the 
roof of this building and manage a rope, extend- 
ing frem the top of the pole for the purpose of 
steadying it as it was lowered. The handling of 
this pole was extremely difficult owing to its 
length and the lack of reom between the side- 
walkj and the elevated railroad struct 
ure. Early and Reilly could find nething 
on the roof around which to take a bight of the 
rope they were to handle and so obtained per- 
mission to use @ small hall bedroom on the 
third floor. A crowbar was .placed across the 
window casing. Afound this Early and Reilly 
took a turn of the rope and stood on the casing 
to let out the slack as the pole descended, It 
took the axemen but a few minutes to cut 
through the base of the big timber. 
Fully a thonsand people stood in the street 
The work was going 
on splendidiy, and it wa’ generally remarked 
that the difficult task was being accomplished 
in a most skillful manner. The guy ropes had 
been gradually siackened, and the pole was 
well on ite way to the ground when a break- 
ing ny glass and the cracking of wood was 

eard. 

A glance upward and it was seen that the 
crowbar around whieh was the rope that 
Early and Reilly handled had been forced 
through the casement of the window. The same 
instant the pele crashed to the ground, two hu- 
man forms were drawn like a flash from 
the window where the two linemen had 
been, and a shudder ran through the 
crowd as Early and Reilly struck the hard 
pavement, one receiving a death ble w and the 
other being horribly maimed. The quick run- 
ning out of the rope, caused by the sudden fall 
of the pole, had not gree the men time to get 
out of the way, they had become entangled in its 
coils, dragged out of the window and thrown to 
the pavement beneath. 

Early had been the first to fall. He struck the 
stones fairly on his face. Reilly fell partially 
across Early’s body and the force of the fall 
was therefore somewhat broken. The comrades 
of the unfortunate linemen, after recoveting 
from the momentary shook, rushed forward 


and tenderly picked them up. Reilly ap- 
— to be dead and his head was 
leeding prefusely. He was carried into 


Koster & Bial’s saloon on the corner. Early 
Was poy tace down and when turned over pre- 
sented such @ shocking appearance that the 


crowd actually groaned. He uttered no 


‘sound and appeared to be dead. The body was 


jaid on the sidewalk. A brawny lineman 
stepped nervously forward, pulled a handker- 
chief from his pocket and plaeed it ever the 
meangiee face to shield itfrom the gaze of the 
crow 

Policeman Kemp had summoned an ambu- 
lance. When it arrived the surgeon (Culbert) in 
charge forced his way through the crowd, knel$ 
beside the body, and placed his fingers on the 
eyes. There wae no response and the crowd 
drew & deep sigh as the surgeon turned away. 
Harly’s dead body lay on the sidewalk untila 
stretcher was brought. During that time a 
touching incident ooonrred. priest of the 
Catholic Church in passing had neard of the 
calamity. He made his way to the body, knelt 
beside it with bared head, and while the crowd 
stood mute, hate in hand, prayed for the repose 
of the dead man’s soul, hen the body was 
covered with a sheet and taken to the Thirtieth- 
street station. ' 

Reilly was taken in an ambulanee to the New- 
York Hospital. On examination it was found 
that his left leg was broken, his right foot frao- 
tured, he had suffered abrasions of the skull 
and acontusion of the spine, He was also euf- 
fering severely from the shock. Last evening 
the doctors said that it was an even chance 
haa «gg or not he recovered, but hope was war- 
ranted. 

Michael Early was an old and expert lineman. 
He was a single man, 33 years old, and lived at 
104 Fulton-street, Brooklyn. He was without 
means, and when Commissioner Theodere Moss 
heard this he ordered that the bouy be given a 
first-elass burial and the bills sent to him. 
Hugh Reilly is 31 years of age, also an expert 
lineman, and lives with his wife and three chil- 
dren at 338 East Fortieth street. 

When Capt. Reilly of the Nineteenth Precinot 
heard ef the accident he ordered that Contraet- 
or Busby and Inspector Roth bearrested. The 
were taken to the Jefferson Market Pelice Court 
Roth made a statement in which he said that he 
was in direct charge of the work at the time the 
accident ovcurred. He said that it could not 
om gen have boon avoided, and was in no way 

ue to carelessness, He said that he asked 

Early and Reilly if they were ready and they 
answered Yes. 
« James O’Brien of 310 East Thirty-eighth- 
street, who saw the accident and volunteered 
hie testimony, said that the methed adopted for 
lowering the pole was faulty, and that Roth 
was respopsibie for the accident. He said that 
when he saw the men fix the crewbar across 
the window he told Roth that the strain on the 
bar would pull the whole side of the house out. 
Roth paid no attention to him. O’Brien said 
that the bar was put across the top of the win- 
dow and the men stood on the windowsill. 

Richard Delaney of 146 East Forty-third- 
street, another witness, said that he thought 
the aceident was caused by the injudicious 
handling of the iron bar and guy rope, 

Rieharad Smyth ef 308 East Kigchty-eighth- 
street, asserted vehomentiy that Roth was en- 
tirely responsible for the accident. He is one 
of the men employed by the contractors, and 
he said that the accident was caused by the 
careless handling of the guy rope which was 
passed around the elevated railroad pillar. He 
asserted that when the pole was within a few 
feet of the ground Roth ordered the guy rope to 
be slackened or cast off, and that this brought 
all the strain upon the other rope, and pullea 
= arent casing and the men out inty the 
stree 

Justice Patterson discharged Busby from 
cuatedy and ordered the policeman to take Roth 
and all the witnesses to the Coroners’ foffice at 
once. Roth was arraigned before Ooroner 
Sehultze, who paroled him in the custody of 
Commissioner Gisbens of the Board of Biect- 
trical Control, to await the inquest on the body 
of Early, which will be held by Coroner Levy. 

A morbid crowd hung about the seene of the 
accident for hotire after it eccurred, but the 
city men, after washing the blood from the 
paving stones, went steadily on with their war 
on the peles and wires. The men were divided 
into two gangs. One started at Twenty-nintn- 
street, working ye? Sixth-avenue, clearing all 
Poles and wires, except those of the fire-alarm 
service, as far up as Thirty-fifth-street, There 
another accident occurred which miraculously 
had no serious: result. A lineman had just 
climbed a pole on the southeast eorher of 
Thirty-fifth-street and Sixth-avenue, epposite a 
trunk store, and started to cut the wires. Be- 
neath him waé a gaping crowd. He nad hardly 
commenced his task when, Without warning, 
the pole, rotten to the eere, snapped off close 
to the sidewalk and feiL ae ope ogy it 
lodged against the butiding, and the line- 
man scrambled down. The pole * ite fall bad 
smashed a cernice and the trunk dealer’s sign. 
On it were & halt dozen fire-alarm wires, and as 
quickly as possible thesé were caught up and 
carried along the elevated structure, Tne ether 
gang had in the meantime taken own 
a half dozen of the dangeronsly-high 
poles on Sixth-avenue, between Twenty-fourth 
and Twenty-ninth streets, similar to that which 
caused the fatal aecident. They were not low- 
ered as in the fatal case, however, but by means 
of a sheer pole or impromptu derriek, 

At 2 o’clock a peremptory order was received 
from Mayor Grant to cut down the 
wires at Twenty-third-street and Broadwa 
“at once.” This pole was skipped in the maro 
up Broadway on Wednesday because ef the 
difficulty of taking it down during busy houra. 
It 18 one of the largest poles in the eity, 
over one hiuudred wires’ running in five 
diderent directions, mostly belonging to the 
Metropolitan Telephone Oompany. e force 
of men Was massed two carry out the Mayor’s 
orders. Fifty polieemon had to be summoned 
to Keep the passing eet away from the fall 
ing wires. In took ng 4 ours te cut the wires 
alone. From. two to ree thousand peeple 
stood in Madisen-square watching the 
work. The cutting of all these Met- 
ropolitan Wires rendered useless all the tele 
phene wires allowed to stand on West Twenty- 
third-street, where there is notelephone su 
Way, 80 these, too, might a8 well come dewn, 
I¢ took two houre.more to rig asheer pole and 
properly guy the big timber. By this time a 
multitude of people had. gathered outside the 
ropes whieh had been plaeed around the 
danger line, aud when the big pole was 
chopped threugh at the base, swung off into 
Bpace, and slowly lowered to the ground, there 


wae a volume of cheers whieh might be taxen -

JAMES B, ELLIMAN. 

James Benbow Elliman, a prominent iron 
merchant and importer in Pearl-street in the 
days before the war, was buried at Flushing, 
L. L, yesterday. He was a native of Coventry, 
Englana, and eighty-two years old at his death. 
The famous Admiral Benbow, celebrated in 
ballad and history as one of England’s great 
Raval commanders, was an ancestor of Mr.

He after- 
ward went into the iron business with his 
brother, forming the firm of Elliman Brothers 
of 211 and 213 Pearl-street, which continued 
in business until the breaking out of the war, 
sinee which time Mr. Elliman’s life was spent 
in domestic retirement. He was the oldest life 
member of the St. George’s Society, and was 
noted for the wide extent of his knowledge and 
his open-handed hospitality and benevolence.

A MAJORITY REPORT AGAINST 
THE HOUSATONIO. 

A MINORITY REPORT I8 FILED, HOW- 
EVER, AND THB FIGHT IN THE LEG- 
ISLATURE WILL GO ON. 

HARTFORD, April 18.—T wo reports were sub- 
mitted this afternoon by the Railroad Commit- 
tee of the Legislature in regard to the petition 
of the Housatonic Company for the elimination 
of ite charter restrictions comeeraing the build- 
ing of branch lines and for authority to increase 
the capital stock, thereby enabling the company 
to purchase and eomplete the Connecticut Air 
Line from New-York to New-Haven. The ma 
jority of the committees has depended for two 
weeks on the vote of Representative Georgs 
Merriman of Bristol. At the last hoar his vote 
Was cast on the side of the Consolidated Road, 
giving that cerporation the majority report. 
Since the report went to the Legislature this 
afternoon Mr. Merriman has said, with much 
emphasis, that he is neutral in the controversy. 

6 majority report is signed by Senator Gra- 

ham, Wallace K. Bacon of Middletown, ©. W. 

Beardsley, R. O, Ambler of Trambull, and Mr. 

Merriman. This report is devoted mainly to 

the parallel road discussion. It is urged that it 

would be aradical departure from the general 
railroad law to authorize the Housatonic Road 
te purchase the stock and franchises of the 

New-York and Oonnecticut Air Line, On this 

point the majority say: 

“To make such a sale feasible or to legalize one 
already contracted for would be vicious legislation. 
Moreover, it appears that the survey aud approved 
line of tha New-York and Connectiont Air Line 
runs parallel to the existing New-York, New- 
Haven and Hartford Railroad from New-Haven 
to New-York &t an average distance theretrom of 
less than one mile.” 

A’measure is recommended by the majority 
designed to regulate the construction of branch 
lines. It provides that *‘ any railroad company 
in the State may build branches from its main 
line or from any of its ieased lines provided the 
Board of Ratiroad Commissioners shall adjudge 
that the eonstruction of such branch is re- 

uired py public convenience and necessity.” 

This preposition, the Mousatonic’s adherents 

say, would place the whole railroad system in the 

State practically in the hands ef the Consoli- 

dated Road, ; 

The minority report is signed by the House 
Chairman, James F. Brown; Anthony Ames, 
Ephraim Mower, and Walter 8 Hewitt. These 
members say that in their opinion, the Housa- 
tenic Railroad Oompauy, a majority of whose 
Directors are well-known and respected citi- 
zens ef Connecticnt, acted in good faith and in 
reliance en the advice of experienced counsel 
in issuing both stock and bonds, and that the 
company 1s responsible on all bonds. The com- 
peny did not ask for say validating act in ref- 
erence to these issues, claiming that they were.

THE GRAND.TRUNK CASE. 

WASHINGTON, April 18.—Tne Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission to-day promulgated its de- 
cision in the matter of an investigation into the 
acts and doings of the Grand Trunk Railway of 
Canada. The decision, prepared by Commis- 
sioner Schoonmaker, holds: 


“ The provisions of the act toregulate commerce 
apply to common carriers engaged in the transporta. 
tion of passengers or preperty for a continuous car- 
riage or shipment from a — in the United States 
to a place in an adjacent foreign eountry. 

“Such common catriers ar 
ions of the ag respect to the printing of sched- 
ules of rates for the transportation of passengers 
and property, the posting aud filing with the Inter- 
State Commerage Commission of copies of such 
achedules, the notices of advances and reductions, 
and the maintenance of the published rates, fares, 
and charges. 

“Such common carriers are also subject to the 
provisions of the actin respect to joint tariffs for 
continuous lines or routes. 

“The carriage of freights cannot be prevented from 
being treated as one continuous carriage from the 
place of shipment to the place of destination by any 
means or devices intended to evade any of the pro- 
visious of the act. 

“ Under the provisions of the actithe Grand Trunk 
Railway Company of Cavada is ase te to br ths

** Held, that the reduced tharge accepted or rebate 
allowed is in violation of the act to regulate com- 
meros, and unlawiful. 

** The Inter-State Commerce Commission has au- 
thority to institute investigations and to deal with 
violations of the law, independently of a formal 
complaint, or of direct damage to a complaint.’’

A weighty debate has recently taken place 
at the White House over the question 
whether the appointment of Collectors of 
Customs shall be made by the Senators 
of the State within which the several ports 
maybe situate or by the delegation of that 
State. In reality, the respective conten- 
tions are even more narrow than this, since 
it is assumed, as unwritten law, that, in 
any case, the Representatives and Senators 
must belong to the party in power. To the 
claim of the Senators to this power the 
'Representatives reply that it is not sus- 
‘tained by precedents, and to prove this 
‘they bring forward instances in which 
nominations have actually been made, in 
fact as well as formally, by the President 
without regard to the preferences of either 
the particular Senators or the particular 
Representatives. Mr. HARRISON, who, it 
may be necessary to remark, is the Presi- 
dent of the United States, listened gravely 
to argument on this question, and promised 
that before he decided it, he would give 
the Representatives another chance to be 
heard. It isa striking illustration of the 
completeness with which the minds of pub- 
lic men have become obfuscated by prevail- 
ing politics that it dees not occur to either 
the Representatives or the President that 
this discussion is essentially and necessarily 
absurd, and that, if the Constitution were 
consulted and followed, it never could be 
carried on. Collectors, under the Constitu- 
tion and the laws made in pursuance of it— 
which the unsophisticated founders of the 
Government provided should be the ‘‘su- 
preme law of the land”—must be nominated 
by the President, and by him, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, be 
appointed. This trust imposed upon him 
by the Constitution that he has sworn to 
“preserve, protect, and defend,” Mr. Har- 
RISON abandons so completely that he is 
listening to arguments as to which of two 
sets of men shall administer it.

Lieutenant Governor made the absurd rul- 
ing that that would be in effect laying 
aside the whole order of third reading, | 
which required a two-thirds vote. This 
‘was obviously a bad ruling, as the order of 
third reading would still stand and particu- 
lar bills are often laid aside by mere re- 
quest. If laid on the table, they retain 
their place and can be taken up at any time 
by a majority vote. The presiding officer 
is liable to make bad rulings, but when 
he refused to entertain an appeal and refer 
the question to the Senate he went alto- 
gether beyond his prerogative. The excit- 
ing seene which followed was the natural 
result of his arbitrary action and an abrupt 
adjournment was the only way out of it. 
Meantime the Rapid-Transit bill seems to 
be in danger of suffering about as much 
from the folly of its friends as the villainy 
of its enemies. si 








The most indecent appointment yet made 
by the President is that of ROBERT P. 
PorTER to be Superintendent of the Census. 
He has.no qualification for the place except 
a familiarity with the collection of statis- 
tics, while his disqualifications are-positive 
and glaring. He was a member of the 
Arthur Commission which’ recommended 
an average reduction of 20 per cent. in the 
tariff, and he was last Autumn the ed- 
itor of a newspaper conducted for the 
purpose of maintaining that the Mills bill, 
which proposed a less reduction, would 
destroy the manufacturing industries of 
the country, and that any reduction of du- 
ties would be disastrous. Of course, no- 
body can have any confidence in statistics 
gathered by so insincere a person for the 
express purpose of making out a party case. 
If the appointment is confirmed it will sim- 
ply deprive of all value the census of the 
United States, which has heretofore been 
regarded asacredit to the country-and a 
compilation that could be accepted and 
argued from with perfect confidence. There ) 
must be some Republican Senators who 
will resent this attempt to rain the census, 
and who will jein with the Democrats to 
reject an appointment thatis grossly and 
conspicuously unfit to have been made. 

While the guillotine of the Post Office 
Department particularly devoted to the de- 
capitation of fourth-class Postmasters is 
probably the best mounted and most efii- 
cient machine of its kind’ now in use, the 
smaller instrument set up for the Railway 
Mail Service and under the personal charge 
of Mr. BELL, the Superintendent, is also 
very nearly perfect, and within its more 
limited field has made a record that is rela- 
tively quite as good as Mr. CLARKSON’s. 
Up to date five hundred heads have been 
neatly severed by Mr. BELL, and with the 
practice he has had and increased pressure 
that is being applied he may be expected 
before the ist of next month, when it 
is now intended to stop the machinery, to 
improve this record very decidedly. Poor 
Dr. GUILLOTINE, who invented the instru- 
ment of death made infamous in the French 
Revolution, to diminish the cruelty of ex- 
ecutions, is said to have gone crazy over 
the career of his invention, but Messrs. 
CLARKSON and BELL are not of this super- 
sensitive temperament. 














Appointments like that of Mr. MARVELLE 
W. CooprerR as Customs Appraiser gratify 
the business men of the city as much as 
they disappoint the mere politicians. It is 
an appointment worthy of high praise. 








Wiiit1aM ‘H. Caxins of Indiana, who 
has been appointed Justice of the Supreme 
Court of Washington Territory, was a can- 
didate for the office of Land Commissioner. 
Ex-Gov. STONE of Iowa has been a candi- 
date for the same office, but the appoint- 
ment of ex-Congressman HEPBURN of the 
same State te be Solicitor of the Treasury 
seems to take him out of the field. These 
appointments must have gladdened the 
hearts of Senators TELLER and WoLcotTtT 
of Colorado, who have urged the President 
to make Mr. CurLcotr of their State 
Commissioner ef the General Land Office. 
The removal of respectable competitors and 
the great and growing influence of Mr. 
RICHARD C. KERENS and Mr. STEPHEN B. 
ELKINS at the White House will encourage 
them to expect the selection of CHILCOTT 
or some other man of equally ‘broad 
views” who would not permit his admipis- 
tration to be marked by any attentien to 
the “‘ trifling technicalities” that have been 
taken into account by recent Land Com- 
missioners. 





A FATAL CHANGE. 


Our Washington dispatches this morning 
report a movement among the spoilsmen in 
Washington to persuade the President to 
make an important change in the rules that 
are. to be applied to the Railway Mail 
Service after May 1. Under the rules gov- 
erning other departments of the service 
and under those prepared for this one by 
President’ CLEVELAND’s direction it is 
provided that persons separated from the 
service without fault of their own may 
be reinstated without examination at any 
time within one year. This provision was 
intended to cover cases, not infrequent, 
of temporary reduction of force ow- 
ing to ‘lack of appropriations or to 
like causes. It was obviously a_ sensi- 
ble expedient, because it saved the ex- 
pense and délay of new examinations, made 
available a certain. number of employés 
familiar with the dutieg of their respective 
places, and offered no opportunity for any 
evasion of the essential purpose of the 
rules. It is now urged upon the President 
to extend the time within which reinstate- 
ments may be made to four years or to abol- 
ish the limit altogether, though the former 
would practitally be equivalent to the lat- 
ter. It is hoped by the authors of this 
mevement that Mr. HARRISON may even be 
prevailed upon to make this change in the 
general rules applying to all the depart- 
ments. th 
If the civil service Jaw were extended 
now, as the Republican Party is pledged to 
extend if, to all branches of the service to 
which it can be applicable, and if, as the 
party pledges also require, the spirit and 
purpose of the law were observed in all 
Executive appointments, there would be 





no necessity for any restriction as to reap- |

pointments. Original appointments would 
be made for fitness, tested by competition 
and trial, and removals would be made 
only fer the good of the service. ‘Fidelity 
and efficiency,” in the comprehensive words 
of Mr. HARRISON, would “be the only sure 
tenure of office,” and as vacancies would 
be made only for good cause, they might 
with safety be filled by reappointment of 
men who had been dropped for no 
fault of theirs. But there could be no 
surer way of absolutely defeating the re- 
form system than treating it as perfect- 
ly established when, in fact, it is gnly 
partly so, and by assuming ‘a spirit ‘and 
purpose” in executive appointments that 
do not in reality exist. The truth is 
that the spirit and purpose of the reform 
act, which require that political considera- 
tions shall be so completely ignored that 
the appointing power shall have no knowl- 
edge of the politics of persons to be ap- 
pointed, do not prevailin this Administra- 
tion and did not prevail in the last one, 
though they came nearer to doing so than 
now. Removals have been made and still 
are made for partisan reasons, and appoint- 
ments were made and will still be made for 
like reasons. A change of the rules now in 
the manner suggested could have but one 
motive, to enable the present Administra- 
tion to replace Democrats by Republicans, 
We do not suppose that any one interested 
in the change would deny that motive. 


A change made for this purpose would, of 
course, be regarded asa fair precedent to 
follow by the next Administration, should 
it be Democratic, and should it wish to 
pursue the old methods of party manage- 
ment. In this way the spirit and purpose 
of the reform with which the Republican 
Convention last year was so profoundly im- 
pressed, and to which Mr. HARRISON has 
so solemnly promised to adhere, would be 
completely abandoned. The service could 
never be got upon any better footing than 
it now is. Politics, instead of being ban- 
ished from theservice, would be nermanent- 
ly installed in it and made systematically 
dominant. The security of tenure acquired 
by the separation of the service from par- 
tisan politics—and this is the only security 
of tenure that the reform system contem- 


‘plates or seeks to establish—would never 


be attained, and the employés in the service 
would be reduced to about the worst degree 
of humiliating and demoralizing uncertain- 
ty. Party service, degenerating as it must 
into personal and factional service, being 
the basis of appointment and retention, in- 
trigue and servility, would take the place 
of honest, manly, and self-respecting fidelity 
and industry. We cannot say that we do 
not believe Mr. HARRISON is capable of 
yielding to the pressure for this change, 
unfortunate and injurious as it would be 
to the service and dishonorable to him. 
His conduct has been so inconsistent with 
his professions that we are compelled to 
confess that we do not know of what he is 
or is not capable. But we are sure thatif he 
does now yield, his friends will be obliged 
to abandon any confidence they have 
hitherto felt in the sincerity of his devo- 
tion to even the mildesttype of civil service 
reform.

The intimation that Mr. JoHN WaNna- 
MAKER would be likely to make his influ- 
ence as Postmaster General serve his inter- 
ests as shopkeeper has been resented with 
some heat by that gentleman’s friends.

We should bo glad to believe that this 
circular is not genuine. We hope Postmas- 
ter General WANAMAKER will promptly de- 
nounce it as unauthorized. If he will do so 
we will give him the name of the person 
who sends it to us in order that he may 
take the proper steps to defend himseJf 
from .the charge that he is making this 
open and scandalous use of his office to 
extend the business and swell the profits 
of his clothing house. 
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Mr. WANAMAKER must be aware, we sup- 
pose, that if he is not in a position to deny 
the authenticity of this circular he has at 
the very beginning of his term of office in- 
volved himself in a scandal which will give 
him a great deal of trouble. Heads of de-

OKLAHOMA, 
/ All the advices from the borders of Okla- 


grap ts into the Territory when it is opened 
for settlement next week will partake the 
character of an invasion. There has been 
nothing in history exactly comparable to 
the position of this new Territory, neither 
in the great expansion of Europe in the six- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries nor in the 
expansion of the civilized world that our 
own century has witnessed. In the former 
case the first colonies were commonly un- 
dertaken either under the express direction 
of Gevernments or under corporations de- 
riving their powers from their respective 
Governments and possessing ample ap- 
pliances for maintaining order. They 
were what our law now opposes as ‘‘in- 
duced emigrations.” The great expansion 
ot the modern world has been the population 
of the Western Hemisphere from the East- 
ern, and especially the immigration to the 
United States. But thisimmigration, though 
spontaneous, has been so steady and contin- 
uous, and has been so dispersed when it has 
réached our shores, that it is only through the 
study of statistics that we can begin to re- 
alize its magnitude. In spite of such epi- 
sodes in it asthe Anarchist insurrections, 
the wonder is that it should have reached 
proportions so enormous with s0 little dislo- 
cation of the ordinary life and the normal 
development of the country. 

The nearest parallel we can find to the 
opening of Oklahoma is the sudden stimu- 
lus given to emigration by the discovery of 
gold in California and Australia. These 
discoveries allured restless and adventurous 
spirits from all settled and civilized coun- 
tries, and the result was in each case a tem- 
porary paralysis of law and destruction of 
order. Even if the great majority of the 
emigrants had been sober and decent pee- 
ple they could not possibly have been ‘“‘law- 
abiding” people. While they were waiting 
for law to establish itself the lawless would 
not have waited. In both cases lynch law 
was the code of “ the better element.” The 
Vigilance Committee of San Francisco un- 
doubtedly commanded the sympathies even 
of the decent citizens who stood aloof from 
it, and the same thing is true of the mining 
camps both of California and of Australia. 
.. The case of Oklahoma differs from either 
of these in this respect, that the land now 
opened tosettlement has been withheld from 
it not by natural but by artificial causes. 
But for the legal prohibition Oklahoma 
would now be a settled community. It is 
surrounded on three sides by settled com- 
munities. It is in communication by rail- 
way and telegraph with the world outside, 
and as soon as the legal barriers are thrown 
down it will be overrun. Moreover, for ten 
years or more it has been an object of inter- 
est to the men who are now camped upon 
its berders. Among them are men who 
have already decided upon their “ claims,” 
which they mean to hold and occupy with- 
out any regard te whether they have or 
have not the priority of actual application 
which legally determines the ownership. 
They have made an organization of their 
own, and they intend to divide the Terri- 
tory among themselves without reference 
to any right but that of the strongest. 

This is a very formidable organization in 
a Territory where courts are not yet estab- 
lished. Its existence is anopen menace to 
law and order, and to the supremacy of the 
Government. There is no doubt that the 
‘“‘boomers” are resolute men, and that 
they mean all they threaten. The duty of 
the Government to see that they are not 
allowed to carry out their threats becomes 
avery serious responsibility, in the face 
of the preparations they are making for 
the invasion. There is nothing to oppose 
them except the unorganized force of the 
settlers, who mean honestly to take their 
chances in securing claims, to submit if 
they are beaten, and to look to the Gevern- 
ment to sustain them if they win. The 
Government is represented by a detach- 
ment of the army which is under the 
command of a capable and experienced 
officer, but which can searcely be numerous 
enough to make sure of maintaining order, 
now that the invasion has reached se much 
larger proportions than were anticipated a 
few weeks ago. Gen. MERRITT has doubt- 
less made suitable representations te the 
War Department, and if he has asked for 
reinforcements these should be furnished 
to the utmost capacity of the department. 
The opening of Oklahoma to anarchy would 
be a national disgrace as well as a national 
disaster. 








NOT A PROPER PLACE FOR A ** ZOO.” 


Yesterday the Assembly passed by a vote 
of seventy-two to eighteen the Van Cott 
bill, already passed by the Senate, autheriz- 
ing the Park Department of this city, with 
the concurrence of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, to construct and equip 
supon a sitein Central Park, to be selected 
by the Park Commissioners, the necessary 
buildings for the accommodation and ex- 
hibition of the * zoological collection,” that 
is to say, the ‘‘ menagerie,”. and to expend 
$300,000 therefor. This is an old scheme 
that has been more than once defeated by 
an emphatic expression of public opinion, 
but this yearit has been allowed to get 
through both houses without attracting 
much attention. The bill ought to be 
vetoed, and if it becomes a law the local 
authorities should decline to act under it. 


Doubtless the object in view is the re- 
moval of the menagerie from its present 
location. It ought to be removed, but it 
should go out of Central Park altogether 
and not be permanently fixed within its 
limits. The space where it is now situated 
is too contracted for its growth, the build- 
ings are an eyesore at aspot that might 
be made very attractive, and the whole 
concern is a nuisance to one of the best 
sections of the city. But if it were to be 
removed to another part of the Park, it 
would probably go to the space above the 
reservoir, which is almost the only secludéd 
spot of vacant ground left that is fitted for 
general outdoor recreation. As this city 
grows Central Park will become more and 
more the one great pleasure ground easily 
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place of rest and refreshment without any- 
thing to mar its beauty or concentrate a 
promiscuous crowd. It would be a shame 
to disfigure it with the site of 2 permanent 
monkey-house. 

Moreover, we are not likely to have a 
zoological garden worthy of the name so 
long as the city keeps a miscellaneous col- 
lection of animals on exhibition. Mr. 
HAMILTON, in supporting this bill, sneered 
at the measure introduced by Mr. CREAMER 
to incorporate a zoological and botanical 
garden, but we beg to say that Mr. CreaM- 
ER’s bill is far more worthy of support 
than that for whioh Mr. HAMILTON showed 
such curious zeal. It proposes to incorpo- 


rate a body of well-known citizens who. 


would establish and maintain a real zoolog- 
ical and botanical garden, not for the pur- 
pose of making money, which can hardly 
be done by that meaas, but as an attraction 
to the city. The bill would limit possible 
dividends to 3 per cent. on the capital paid 
in, and it is doubtful if the promoters of the 
institution would expect more than to pay 
expenses, Mr. HAMILTON objects to the 
“anomaly” of the city owning the build- 
ings and a private corporation the cellec- 
tion, but precisely that anomaly exists both 
in the Museum of Art and the Museum of 
Natural History, Besides, the Creamer bill 
does not propose that the city shall furnish 
the buildings, but only the site, upon land 
which it already owns, but not in any pub- 
lic park below One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth-street. In return for this the garden 
would be open freé to the public three days 
in the week, and the admission fee on other 
days could not exceed 25 cents. The city 
might also contribute its own collection of 
animals. 

The Creamer bill is a very proper one, 
and would give some promise of building 
up @ zoological and botanical garden that 
would be an attraction to the city and a 
source of instruction and interest to its 
people. ‘The bill to perpetuate the discred- 
itable collection of beasts now belonging to 
the city, which will never become of much 
value so long as it is public property, and 
to keep it within the limits of Central Park, 
is a thoroughly bad one. Mr. HAMILTON in 
this, as in several other matters at the pres- 
ent session of the Legislature, has put him- 
self in the wrong and acted against the in- 
terests of the people of this city. 








THE TRUST PLAN AND THE LAW. 


Some time ago a Louisiana corporation 
controlled by: the American Cotton . Oil 
Trust was suea by the State, the charge 
being that the corporation had disobeyed 
thé law and forfeited its charter by enter- 
ing the Trust. The combination sought to 
escape the consequences of defeat by selling 
or transferring all the corporation’s prop- 
erty to another corporation also in the 
Trust, but doing business in Rhode Island. 
After the Sugar Trust had been formed the 
American Sugar Refinery Company of San 
Francisco became a member of it. The 
State of California having proceeded 
against the company in the courts on the 
ground that its charter should be taken 
away because it has violated the law con- 
cerning corporations by going into a com- 
bination and surrendéring the control of 
its business to the managers of that com- 
bination, the Sugar Trust followed the 
example of the Cotton Oil Trust 
by transferring the property of the 
San Francisco corporation to three 
of the great combination’s Trustees 
as individuals or as members of a firm. 
These gentlemen announced that they had 
bought the company’s property and busi- 
ness. Two of them represent the largest of 
the Trust’s refineries in the East and con- 
trol one of the Trust’s corporations that is 
defendant in a suit brought by the Attor- 
ney General of this State and now pending 
—a suit similar to the one against the Nerth 
River Refining Company, which was tried 
before Judge BARRETT with the result that 
the corporation’s charter was annulled and 
its property placed in the hands of a re- 
ceiver. 

The action taken by the controlling spir- 
its of the Trust in the case of the company in 
California has caused to be circulated a re- 
port that the Trust has abandened the plan 
on which:it was formed—a plan requiring 
the deposit of the stock of the several ecor- 
porations in the hands of Trustees and the 
issue of certificates against this stock to 
the depositors of it—and has substituted 
for it a kind of assignment pool; in other 
words, that the property of all the absorbed 
corporations has been assigned to leading 
refiners in the Trust to be held and used by 
them for the benefit of all the members of 
the organization as originally made. 

There has appeared thus far no proof 
that such a change has taken place. The 
refiners themselves are of Mr. BLAINE’s 
opinion, that Trusts are private affairs, and 
that such action, if it should be taken, 
would not concern the public. It may be 
that there has been a transfer of property 
iu the case of the corporation whose exist- 
ence is threatened. by the pending suit, for 
it must have been suggested by what has 
been done in San Francisco, but it 
dees not seem probable that such a 
change has been or ‘is to be made with re- 
spect to the other properties. The combi- 
nation under such conditions -would not 
have the cohesive strength that charac- 
terizes an actual Trust. It would be 
exposed to the danger of internal dissen- 
sions, and would excite more active opposi- 
tion on the part of the pmblic by its resort 
to secrecy and its attempt to evade prose- 
cution. Seme of the members of the com- 
bination weuld be forced to rely upon the 
honor of othem and would have none of 
the’ safeguards afforded by the Trust plan. 

If the sugar refiners have decided to 
give up the Trust plan and resort to a less 
compact and binding scheme of organiza- 
tion, their action will prove that the suits 
of the Attorney General and the decision 
of Judge BARRETT were even unexpectedly 
effective, and that the enforcement of the 
law concerning the duties of cerporations 
is enough to break up combinations of the 
highest grade—those which are formed by 
deposits of corporation stock. If the re- 
finers have reserted to the assignment 
plan only: in the case of the: cor- 


poration that is in danger of losing its. 
charter, they will not by this. commend 








good-will of the people, for it is plain that 
such action has been or will be taken only 
to escape the consequences of defeat in the 
courts and to evade the punishment pre- 
scribed for corporations that deliberately 
disobey the law by abusing, to the injury 
of the people, the privileges and powers 


that the people have granted to them.

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PECULIAR FEATURES OF THE FAILURE 
OF GOODMAN & ROSENBERGER. 

Goodman & Rosenberger, dealers in dia- 
monds and jewelry, at 34 Maiden-lane, have 
failed, and Deputy Sheriff Kaufman has locked 
up the store on ap attachment for $8,270 in 
favor of Rudelph A. Breidenbach. 

The failure has caused much excitement in 
the jewelry trade and is severely criticised by 
the creditors. They are very anxious to know 
what has become of the assets of the firm. A 


creditor said yesterday that he had heard the 
firm had disposed of all their assets and that 
their books had also disappeared. They had 
bought a large amount of goods in the past 
few mouths, giving notes in payment, and rep- 
resenting that their business was flourishing. 

A few days agothe firm were asked to take 
up some ef their paper having four montis 
to rua at a discount of 30 per cent. per annum, 
but they refused. Their affairs were the subject 
of much inquiry for a week past, but nothing 
definite was learned as to their actual conditien. 
The liabilities are currently reported to be about 
$60,000, but the ereditors say they have been 
unable to learn anything atall about the asaets. 
The firm failed before ip July, 1884, with liabil- 
ities of about $100,000, and compromised with 
their creditors at 26 cents on the dollar.

In her excess of nerv- 
ousness Antonine picks the name of a cenfec- 
tioner, Chapetoux, haphazard from the di- 
rectory and writes to him a love letter, which 
she gives to her maid to deliver, but which she 
is forbidden te do by the Graf. Everyboay 
thinks the nete is delivered and there 
is an anxious rush by the Graf, An- 
tonine, Elvire, and Chamoisel, the fatner- 
in-law in the case, to the confectioner’s to 
intercept the letter and correet Antonine’s tem- 
porary lapse of reason. But Chapetoux has 
received a leve letter from his fiancée, the 
Widow Sidonie, and there is a consequent 
complication and many very funny scenes, that 
happily end in the unraveling of the mysteries, 
the reatoration of domestic felicity to Antonine 
and the Graf Pontgibaud, and the humiliation 
of the mother-in-law. who craves pardon from 
her son-in-law. All the females in the play who 
have suffered chronic afflictions of nervousness 
are cured suddenly by the application of strong 
méasures by the Graf, and every one is happy. 

Fraulein Thessa Klinkhammer as Antonine, 
Fraulein Schmitz as Elvire, and Herr Ottbert as 
Graf Pontgibaud, and Herr Friese as Chape- 
toux carry off the honors of the play. Herr 
Walter’s moisel and Frivlein Herrmann’s 
Sidonie were also excellently rendered,'and the 
support in other respects was worthy of the 
theatre and the piece.

Mr. Ward McAllister’s official connection 
with the centennial banquet and ball is new 
absolutely ended, the Entertainment Commit- 
tee to Whom his resignation as a member had 


to whom it was addressed having accepted it. 
With the acceptance of his resignation there 
also went into obscurity the title of manager of 
the.centennial ball... So a new title wea created 
and conferred upon Edmund C. Stentut, mana- 
ging director of the Metropolitan Opera House. 
Mr. Stanton will therefore ge down in history 
as the director of the centennial ball. He will 
also be Chairman of the Floor Committee, a 
list of whose members has already been pub- 
lishea. To make his position as pleasant as 
possible Mr. Stanton “ will act under the super- 
vision of the Entertainment Committee and of 
the special committee of managers, which is 
composed of Messrs. Fish, Jay, Stokes, and 
Olin.” Fortunately for Mr. Stanton’s peace and 
comfort Mr. Winthrop, one of the five members 
of “ the special committee of managers,” is ab- 
sentin Europe. Thelack ef harmony which has 
existed in the affairs of this commuttee, which 
has caused so much scandal, will probably in- 
duce Mr. Stanton to regret before the ballis 


over that several of the other members hadn’t 
taken a European trip. 

The attendance at the ball is to be limited to 
6,000 persons, for which number it is assumed 
there will be ample accommodation, as 6,600 
peeples attended the Old Guard Dall, ana the 
capacity of the Metropelitan Opera House was 
not then exceeded.

a@’Honneur.” Atthe conclusion of the shuwy 
dance the orchestra will at once begin discours- 
ing waltz music, which will be continued 
throughout the evening, with oceasional out- 
breaks for sake of variety in the way of polka 
and gallop musie.

of the President and other invited guests who 
nay not have recovered from the fatigue of the 
naval parade and other exercises of the day 
and who will desire to save themseives for the 
bard work of Tuesday, on which day the exer- 
eises begin ata very early hour. at St. Paul’s 
Church—9 A. M.—-and will continue up to the 
hour at which the banquet is served that 
evening. 

The committee report that there has been a 
great pressure upon them for ticketa and boxea, 
and that appiications must positively be de- 
clined by them. One committeeman claims to 
have been offered $2,000 to secure a box for 

he use of one party, and it is also asserted 
that $1,000 has been refused in several in- 
stances by parties who were fortuuate 
enough to secure boxes in the original allot- 
ment. In spite of these offers, however, the 
committee believe that there will be in the end 
few changes made in the list of boxholders. re- 
cently published. 

Stuyvesant Fish’s recent visit te Washington, 
it now appears, was not wholly one to submit 
the programme to the President for his ap- 
provail. He was sent down to smooth the bristies 
en the bueks of the diplomatic corps. Those rep- 
resentatives of other nations at Washington have 
lived here long enough, it seems, to learn the 
American habit of ‘*kicking,” ana their *‘ kick” 
Was even more vigorous than that of the Alder- 
men and legislators, who seemed to think that 
they would “ graee”’ a celebration in which peo- 
ple of some real importance and consequence 
were to participate. The dipiomatic corps at 
Washington kicked because they did not have 
gent to them an unlimited supply of tickets for 
themselves, their secretaries, legation attachés, 
and all their friends and as many ladies as they 
saw fit to bring with them. Mr. Fish was diplo- 
mat enough to settle the difficulty. 

Because these diplomats hadn’t received all 
the tickets to which they were entitled they 
sent letters declining to attend the ball. The 
eommittee didn’t like that, as they wanted them 
in their Court costumes to give a spectacular 
efieet to the ball in connection with the 
full-uniformed officers of the army and 
navy. Mr. Fish’s eloquence, his explana- 
tion that there wouldn’s be room for all of 
them in the Opera House, that there were not 
boxes enough tw give te each legation the 
separate box they demanded as areturn for 
their putting themselves on exhibition, and his 
assurances that everything possible for their 
entertainment would be done pacified them. 
The diplomats have theretore withdrawn their 
letters of declination and have accepted the in- 
vitations to the ball as originaliy extended. 

As an outcome of the trouble special favors 

will be shown the diplomatic corps in that they 
will be accorded the exclusive use of one box at 
the ball and will also be given a privatg room in 
the building, a courtesy only extended to the 
President. Not all the Secretaries ot Legations 
‘will be invited, nor will the attachés and their 
families. Only the principal of the minor mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps will be thus hon- 
ored. This trouble having been settled after a 
cousiderabie squabble by some of the sub-com- 
mittees because of the extreme liberality shown 
the diplematic corps, the managers of the ball 
are now ready to announce: “ On witn the dance, 
things are about fixed at last.” The “ Quadriile 
d’Honneur” trouble will be adjusted in some 
‘way before the orchestra begins to play. 
. President Harrison and his wife will be 
guests of Vice President and Mrs. Morton dur- 
ing their stay in the city. On the evening of 
the ball that distinguished quartet will dine 
with Stuyvesant Fish at his residence, 20 
Gramercy Park. The other guests at the din- 
ner will be Gev. Hill, the Hon. Hawilton Fish, 
Mr. and Mrs. Gerry, Mr. and Mre. William Jay, 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert Goelet, Mr. W. W. Astor, 
Mrs. Burke-Roche, and Miss Helen Hamersly. 

On the occasion of the origina! inaugural ball 
every lady. present received a fan as a souvenir 
of the ocoasion. The souvenir on the occasion 
of the ball this year will be an elaborate pam- 
phietot toned Japan paper, on which will ba 
printed by the photogravure process in brown- 
jeh-lake ink a number of especial designs. The 
dozen leaves forming the pamphiet will be 
loosely bound and tied with ripbons, also of 
prewnlsh-lake tint The onter page of this 
souvenir wiilcontain the words, ** Centennial 
Celebration of the Inauguration of George 
Wasaington as First President of the United 
States,” and a reproduction of the obverse of 
the original design of the 8t. Gaudens commem- 
orative medal. The last page will have the 
reverse of the same medal. The double 
page forming the centre of the pamphiet 
will bave an allezorical decorative design by 
Will H. Low.

ADMIRAL PORTER ANNOUNCES HIS 
PROGRAMME FOR THE PARADE. 
Admiral David D, Porter, United States 
Navy, Grand Marsbal of the naval porado 
which occurs on April 29, the opening djaplay 
of the centennial celebration, yesterday issued 
the following general order in relation to the

The naval vessels will anchor off Ellis Island in 
the above order, the Chicago one or two lengths 
north of the island, the others to the southward of 
that ship, at 12 o’ k meridian of April 25, to bo 
ready to participate in the ceremonies of the follow- 
ing day.” Each vessel will be provided with howitz- 
ers for saluting. 

At * colors” on the morning of April 29 the ships 

ofthe fleet will be dressed with rainbow arches 
with the national ensign at the mastheacs, except 
on the main or mizcen Of fisg ships; and a salute ot 
21 guns will be fi When the President passes 
the fleet each vessel will man yards aud fire a na- 
Vonal salute. At sunset a national salute will alsq 
be fired by each ship, and all flags hauled down. 
The revenue cutters and yachts will be anchored 
in double columns, 100 "tage apart, on April 28 
to the southward of the naval vessels, and will 
dress ship on the 29th. Those which have guns 
will follow the motions of the naval fleet in firing 
salutes as the President passes the line. The river 
and Seund steamers will form in donble column to 
the southward of the yachts 100 yards apart. 

The "ghee sata of. river and Sound steamers will 
consist of 3800 vessels, more or less,/formed in divis- 
ions of 13 steamers each. Each division - will be in 
command of a Commodore appointed from the most 
experienced river or Sound Captains. Each divis- 
ion will form in two columns, 100 yards apart, and 
the fiag boat, carrying a squarered flag with the 
number of the division in white figures, threo feet 
high, will lead. 

These divisions will be formed in three grand 
divisions. The first will consist of divisions 1, 2, 3, 
4, 5,6, and 7, under the supervision of the Commo- 
dore of the first division; the second will consist of 
divisions 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, and 15, under the 
supervision of the Commudore vf the eighth 
division, and the third will consist of divisions 16, 
17, 18, 19, 20, 21, 22, and 23, under-the superyision 
of the Commodere of the sixteenth division. Each 
steamer not commanded by a Commonore will carry 
@ blue flag forward with the number of the division 
in white. 

The Commodore of each grand division will wake 
signal by steam whistle, to ‘get under way,” “ go 
ahead,” “slow down,” “prepare. to auchor,” 
*anchor,” and such ether signals as may be neces- 
sary. The commanding officer of every vessel taking 
part in the procession will be furnished with copies 
of the signals that are to be used trom the steam 
whistles, of the general programme, and of orders, 
bix Deputy Marshals will be appointed from the 
Captains of river or Bound steamers, each to pro- 
ceed in « tug in order to get the steamers first into 
divisions and then into line. The Deputy Marshals 
will confer with Rear Admiral James E. Jouctt, 
United states Navy, Marshal of the Day. 

A naval tug, with a howitzer, will be stationed 
outside Kill Von Kull and will fire a gun when the 
Despatch is abreast Port Riohmond as a signal to 
the fleet to prepare to get under way, and as the 
Despatch joins the rear of the river and Sound 
steamers she will fire two guns 4s a signal to the 
Chicago to steam ahead, all following in column. A 
tug provided with a signal pole and hewitzer will 
be stationed halfa mile south of Bedlow’s Island to 
repeat tho signal from the Despatch. 

in running up North River the naval vessels wll 
form at half distance (one cabie, 200 yards, apart) 
in column, gud will anchor at that formation at the 
same distance apart on reaching a boat anchored in 
the stream. The usual signal for anchoring will be 
made vy the Chieago, and at the same time she 
willfire a@ gun. All vessels will come to anchor 
when the signalis hauled down. Distance will 
carefully preserved, and the speed of the fleet 

be six knots. Tugs will be employed to keep the 
river clear of vessels, and all vessels besides those 
mentioned in the programme must be removed by 9 
o’clock A. M. on the 29th of April as high up.as 
Fifty-ninth-street. 

The Despatch, dresged in national flags and sig- 
nals, will be at the foot of East Twenty-sixth-street, 
North River, at 7 A. M. of the 29th te receive the 
Committee on Navy. she will then steam to Eliza- 
bethport, N. J., wherethe committee, the Admiral 
ot the navy, and the Major General commanding 
the army wiil receive the President and suite. 
When the President has reviewed the naval dis- 
aor f at anchor and has passed down the river to the 
‘oot of Wall-street, where he is to land, the revenue 
cutters, yachta, river and sound steamers will be at 
liberty to retire from the line, and the naval vessels 
will get under way and proceed to their regular 
anchorage before sunset, 80 as not to obatruct the 
river. No tows will be allowed in the bay or North 
River. All tows coming down the river will be re- 
quired to haul in skore at Eighty-sixth-street until 
after the naval display is concluded. 

Rear Admiral James kK. Jouett, United States 
Navy, willact as Marshal of the day, and deputy 
marshals will carry out such orders to preserve this 
en as he may give personally or through his 
aides. 


Secretary of the Navy Tracy has sent to Major 
A. B. Gardner, Chairman of the Committee on 
Navy, the following letter regarding the parade: 


SIx: Ihave the honor to inform you that Com- 
modere F. M. Ramsay, commandant of the nav: 
yard, New-York. has been directed to confer wit 
your committee with regard to the celebration of 
the 29th and 30th instants, and to afford you such 
facilities in carrying eut the programme for the 
days mentioned as may be in his power. He hag 
been instructed to furnish such steam launches or 
tugs as may be required to embark the Prosident’s 
party at Elizabethport, and to disembark the same 
at New-Yorx, to fire all proper salutes, to provide a 
suitable marine guard for the Despate and to 
furnish as large a force as practicable from the 
station under his command of officers, seamen, ap- 
prentices, and marines for parade on shore on the 
30th inst. He has algo been directed to confer with 
Rear Admiral Joueit, Admiral Porter’s chief of 
staff, and to render him every assistance, I have 
also tosay that tne Despatch has been assigned to 
the duty of taking the committee to Klizabethport 
to receive the Presidential party and of conveying 
them tv New-York. 

At the meeting ofthe Navy Committee yes- 
terday the committee on yachts reported that 
the list of steam yachts which will participate 
in the parade was eonstantly growing, and that 
a@ very conelderable representution of the pleas- 
ure vessels owned in and abeut the city would 
be in line, though the totai number and names 
of the yaehts are not yet ready for publication. 
Commodore A. E. Bateman, whose steam yacht 
Meteor has been placed at the disposal of Gov. 
Green of New-Jersey on the day of the naval 
parade, offered io bring a portion of the Presi- 
dential party from Elizabethport, N. J., to this 
city. The committee felt compelled to decline 
his offer, it having been decided that the Sirius 
should carry such of the party with their ladies 
who would not beable to find accommoda- 


tions on the Despatch The Sirius and 
the Erastus Wiman, the latter conveying 
the Com nittee on States and their 


guests, the Governors and Commissioners of 
the several States and Territories, should be the 
only vessels accompanying the Despatch during 
the review of the fleet. All other vessels are 
requested to desist from attempting to follow 
the Despatch. If, however, Gov. Green ingista 
upon using the Meteor as his flagboat and ap- 
pears in ber with his State flag fiying, the com- 
mittee willshow no discourtesy to her, but 
award her some suitable place in line. 

Capt. Woolsey, commander of the Merchant 
Steam Marine, reports that he will certainly 
have 400 vessels In line in bis fleet. A number 
of ocean and coasting steamers belonging to 
both foreign and American steamship lines 
have also expressed their determination of join- 
ing in the parade.

THE MILITARY PARADE. 

It was promised that the scheme for the 
formation of the military parade on April 30 
should be made pubiio yesterday, but although 
Col. Blunt, the Chief of Staff of the Grand Mar- 
shal, and Col. Cruger, Chairman of the Army 


Committee, labored assiduously for many hours, 
the promised plan falled to be forthcoming 
at the appointed time. The task of massing 
over fifty thousand men, comprising troons of 
the regular army of the United States, ma- 
rines and sailors of the United States Navy, vol- 
unteer militia and National guards of the sev- 
eral States,commanderies of the Military Order 
of the Loyal Legion of the United States, and 
poste of the Grand Army of the Republic at the 
ower end of Manhattan Island in such con- 
venient and accessible locations as would enable 
them to all and separately pass through Broad- 
way at the head of Pine-street, was found to be 
@ herculean one. 

A tentative plan was agreed upon between 
Coil. Cruger and Col. Blunt, and the latter left 
for Washington last night to submit the scheme 
to the approval of Major Gen. Schofield. If the 
senior Major General of the United States 
Army, who is likewise the Grand Marshal ef 
the.centennial parade, approves of the disyo:1- 
tion of the troops made by his subordinate and 
the latter’s coadjutor, an ofticial order for the 
governing of vhe military forces on the 30th of 
April will be issued early in the coming week. 

ot the least obstacle encountered by Cols. 
Blunt and Croger in formulating the plan of 
procession has been the lack of definite infor- 
Mation from such important States as Pennsyl- 
vania and Ohio as to the number and character 
of the troops which were to be counted upon 
from those localities. The first named of these 
States has arranged to send 8,000 men, and the 
State of Ohio will send 3,000 infantry,’a troop 
of cavalry, and 14 batteries of artillery, with 8 
rifled cannon and 8 Gatling guns. Only New- 
York State, whose entire Nationai Guard 
force of 13,000, in round numbers, and New- 
Jersey, whose militia establishment counts 
3,750 of all ranks, will exceed this showing 
among the commonwealths which are to be 
represented in the parade.. From the 17 other. 
States, including the District ef Columbia, the” 
military delegations range from 50 to 850. offi- 
cers and men. To avoid the “ pocketing” 
of one or more of these contingents 
on the morning of the 30th, end thereby ome A 
the parade, has proved # matter of extreme ail- 
fieulty, ana it remains to be disclosed, by actual 
demonstration, whether the plans of Col. Blunt, 
who enjoys a flattering reputation asa tactician 
will ‘‘carry” to their desired and estimated 
extent, 

The participation of theentire National Guard 
of Pennsylvania in the centennial parade is 
uow assured, The Quartermasters ef the sev- 
eral brigades were engaged with the clerk of 
the Army Committee yesterday in securing 
quarters for the troopa aud perfecting con- 
tracts for their subsistence. It has been found 
necessary, in view uf the unexpected demand 
upon the Army Committee, to eall upon Bruok- 
lyn for accommodations, and itis proposed to 
quarter portions of the Pennsylvania National 
Guard in the armortes of the Fourteenth and 
Twenty-third Regiments. 

The officers of the First and Necond Bricades 
are desirous of erecting a stand, at their own 
expenee, from which their wives and families 
may witness the parade, and have taken steps 
to thatend, The stand is suggested to be erect- 
ed in Fifth-ayenue, between Fifty-sixth and 
Fitty-seventh streets, The privilege of ereot-

HOW TO SEE THE PARADE. 

Persons desiring to see the great street 
parades of Tuesday, April 30, and Wednesday, 
May 1, will have ample opportunity to do so, 
and need give themselves no further worry 
about this matter. The public stands erected 
and to be built by the Army Committee will ac- 
commodate very néarly forty thousand people. 
The stands already erected or in process of 
erection about Madison-square, Washington- 
square, on Fifth-avenue trom Thirty-ninth to 
Forty-second streets, and in the City Hall Park, 
work on the latter structure having been begun 
yesterday, will furnish seats for about 
twenty thousand persons. Fifteen thou- 
sand more will be accommodated on the 
new stands to be erected on Union-square. 
These will be four in number. The main 
stand on Fourth-avenue will be 612 feet long 


and 25 feet in depth; that on Broadway, be- 
tween Fifteenth and Seventeenth streets, will 
be 400 feet long and 25 feet deep; the stand 
fronting the Plaza, on Seventeeuth-street, will 
be 312 feet long and 50 feet deep, and the Four- 
toenth-street stand 200 feet long and 24 feet 
deep. The upper rows of seats on all these 
Union-square stands will be reserved exclus- 
ively for the use of women and children, in ac- 
cordance with the suggestion of Mayor Grant. 
The further suggestion of the Mayor that 
admission to these places be free to the ladies 
will hardly be carried out, however, as free 
stands would mean tree fights to get seats 
thereon. ‘ 

What the charge for admission to these stands 
will be has not yet been decided on: by Col. 
Cruger, with whom the final decision in the 
matter rests, He personally desires to charge 
$2 for each seat, while Mayor Grant, Mr. Gerry, 
and others hold that the highest price should be 
but $1, with admission to part of the stands 
pleced as low as 50 cents. ol. Cruger’s reason 
for charging a higher price is that. to char, 
less than $2 would be unfair to people who 
have bought tickets for the even less desirable 
stands at Raversey a and Forty-secona- 
street. Besides, the Army Committee can find 
use for considerable more money than they 
have at their command for entertaining the 
troops. While sandwiches and coffee are 
deemed good enough for the private soldiers, 
every whipper-snapper of an officer with gold 
lace and shoulder straps will deem himself 
shabbily treated, and go home to berate New- 
York for lack of hospitality unless he has all 
the champagne he can drink and pAate de foie 
gras in unlimited quantities. Of course these 
officera must be looked after even if the public 
has no chance to see the paren without paying 
a high price for the privilege. The chances are, 
therefore, that $2 a seat will be the price. 

Fortunately for the public, however, private 
stands all along the line of march are to be 
ereeted by householders im yards-and areas, ex- 
tending out to the sidewalk lines, which wiil 
— seat fully as many people as the pub- 

ic stands will provide for, and where seats are 
disposed of, if sold at all, at a less price than 
that charged by the Army Committee for seats 
on their etands. The police expect to grant 
permits to at least 700 people to station stands 
on the side streets along the line of march on 
which at least 10,000 people ean secure seats. 
There were 210 ie ge for snch permits 
filed yesterday and more than 150 applicants 
were put off until to-day. Fully 1,0 appli- 
cations, it is expected, will be filed, but no per- 
wits will be issued until Monday. These facil- 
ities, which will be enjoyed at a merely nominal 
price, together with those furnished py the 
Army Committee, will thus furnish seats for at 
least 100,000. 

Windows and roots along the line of route 
wiilturnish comfortable spots for sightseeing 
for about double that number at least, and 
there seems to be no doubt whatever that every 
person who cares to see either parade will have 
ample opportunity to doso. The crowd that 
will be here will hardly blockade the sidewalks 
sufficiently te prevent those whe prefer to walk 
about from seeing all they wish to see. Brook- 
lyn, Jersey City, Staten Island, and the towns 
within fifty miles of the City Hall will prob- 
ably furnish more people to sce the celebration 
than all the reat of the world put together, and 
they are familiar enough with New-York City 
and New-York’s great parades to know how to 
see all there is to be seen. 

The Aldermanic ‘stand in the yard of the 
Stewart mansion will furnish seats forsome 
seven hundred and fifty persons, and apout a 
thousand children and prieste of the Catholic 
chureh will tind a good spot for sightseeing 
there. Mayor Gleason of Long Island Oity 
wants to put up a stand somewhere on the line 
of march at his ewn expense for the use ot the 
school children across the river. Mayer Grant, 
of whom he made the request, referred him to 
the Board of Aldermen, who will probably let 
him build a stand for the use of 500 ehildren.

The following circular bears the signa- 
tures of the principal retail dry goods mer- 
ehants in this city: 


We, the undersigned retail dry goods merchants 
of the city of New-York, respectiully invite your 
immediate co-operation to seoure from the railroads 
a still further extension of the time limit of the ex- 





cursion tickets to the centennial celebration than 
that now conceded, viz., frou. April 27 to May 6, 
(ten days;) to further reduee the excursion rate in 
the trunk-line territory from 3 cents per mile for 
the round ef to the one-way fare, aud to extend 
the privilege of reduced excursion tickets from all 
Cilies west of Chicago, 

The importance and character of the celebration, 
the time it will cover, the compuisory loss to the 
retail merchants in consequence, the consiaeration 
due to visitors from distant points, the almost cer- 
tain experience of one or more days of bad weather, 
all demand that the “time” limit should extend 
from April 22 to May 12, (twenty days,) and that 
bona fide “excursion” rates should prevail from 
every where. 

As a further illustration of the justice of this re- 
quest may be cited the “time” and “rates” con- 
ceded by the railroads on the occasion of events of 
minor impertance in other cities, namely: . 

Firet.—The last Presideutial inauguration at 
Washington—enly a one-day  celebration—tickets 
good for thirteen dayS (Feb. 25 to March 1v, in- 
clusive,) at the one-way fare for the excursion, and 
see points on the Atlantic seaboard to the far 

es 

Second.—The last Mardi Gras festival at New- 
Orleans, tickets good tor fifteen days (March 1 to 
15, inclusive,) at half regular fares for the excur- 
sion, and from all points. 

fhird.—The Nationai Conventions held last year 
at Chicago, St. Louis, and Indianapolis, tickets 
good for 15 days, at the One. way rate for the round 
trip. i 
Sourth.—The vicyclists’ excursion to Buffalo last 
Summer, tickets good for 15 days, and sold at $38 50 
for the round trip, whereas the proposed centénnial 
rate of 8 cents per mile from Buffalo to New-York 
and return will cost $12 75, and, as already noted, 
applies to all points within the trunk line terri- 


tory. 

Many other excursions could also be enumerated 
(incladiug those of the Grand Army) at one-way 
rates, and all with limite of from fifteen to thirty 


days. . 

A contrast to the above, both in “time limjt” and 
“rates,” we point to the ruling of the Trunk Line 
Pool Association in ite action discriminating 
against New-York Oity by the short time and high 
rates anponrced- for the centennial celebration, 
whioh will ge on record.as oneof the greatest 
events in American history, and far transcend in 
lmportance and magnitude any celebration ever 
held in the commercial metropolis of the country.

The appointment of Mr. Marvelle W. Cooper 
to be Appraiser of the Port of New-York ap-

Unless the real friends of the merit system 
bestir themselves there is some danger that a 
change will be made in the eivil service rules 
which those who have looked into the subject 


believe would be a very serious blow to the 
efficiency of the system. It is Known that a 
good deal of pressure has been brought to 
bear upon President Harrison to induce him 
to strike out from the rules about to be ap- 
plied to the Raliway Mail Service the provision 
limiting to one year-the time in which a clerk 
or employe sepurated from the _ service 
may be reinstated without going through 
the regular civil service examinations 
and being certified up from the eligible list, as 
in the ease of anew clerk. It now appears that 
this pressure has also been applied to bring 
about the same change in the rules applying to 
all other branches of the classified service, The 
President has been urged te remove the time 
limit altogether, or to extend the limit to four 
ears, which woulé amount practically to no 
imit at all. The promoters of this scheme have 
made no noise about it, but their efforts have 
become known, and if they get the change 
they desire it will be in the face of 
earnest protests from men who have 
the interests of civil service reform at heart. 
Under the present rules a person dropped from 
the classified service through no delinquency 
on his part may be taken back any time within 
one year. To takeoff this limit or to extend 
it to four years would enable a Republican Ad- 
ministration, for example, to dismiss all the 
persons employed by a preseding Democratic 
Administration for the purpose of reappointing 
the persons discharged by the latter. The only 
way in which the civil service law and rules 
protest clerks in office is by withholding from 
the appointing officer the pewer to name 
the persons to be employed in their places. The 
amendment which the President is - being urged 
to make would virtually restore this power 
and leave the door wide openfor a ‘clean 
sweep,” in the literal sense of the term, after 
each change of Administration. Two sets of 
olerks, one Republican and one Democratic, 
could be rotated back and forth in oftice, while 
the merit system would disappear and the work 
of the Civil Service Commissioners would be re- 
duced near. enough to zero to satisfy even ex- 
Commissioner Edgerton. 


Some idea of the extent of the Railway Mail 
Service and of the importance of bringing it 
under the civil service rules and regulations 
may be had from: the amount of labor the Civil 
Service Commissien has had to perform in pre- 
paring for the extension of the merit system 
to that branch of the Postal Service. During 
the last three months this work alone has re- 
quired the writing of about ten thousand let- 
ters, and a great amount of labor has been spent 
in preparing Dianks, requisitions, examination 
papers, &o., selecting local boards of examiners, 
and the like. It was the macessity for com- 
pieting this work that caused the postponement 
until May 1 of the date on whieh the rules are 
to be applied to the Railway Mail Service. 
While the commission is pusily employed in pre- 
eae tor this event. Superintendent Bell is 

ard at work weeding out Demecrats and fill- 
ing their places with Republicans, and the 500 
changes already made are regarded as good evi- 
dence that he has not been alaggard.

The appointment of Marvelle Wilson 
Cooper as Customs Appraiser of the Port of 
New-York is as nearly devoid of political sig- 
nificance as an appointment. to sueh a position 
well could be. Mr. Cooper, although a Stalwart 
Republican, owes no allegiance to any faction 
in the party. His appointment was made upon 
the solicitation of a host of old commercial as- 
sociates in thedry goods trade, altogether with- 
out Mr. Cooper’s solicitation, and until a few 
days since without his knowledge. Mr. Cooper 
is a native of Vermont, but he removed te 
New-York as long ago us 1849, and en- 
gaged at once in the commission  busi- 
ness in domestic and foreign dry goods. 
He became a member of the firm of 
Smythe, Sprague & Cooper in 1857. The firm 
name changed subsequently to Sprague, Cooper 
& Colburn, to Gooper, Vail & Co., and finally to 
Marvelie W. Cooper. Mr, Osoper went out of 
business in 1884, and was suceeeded by another 
firm. He wasa prominent candidate for Col- 
leetor of the Port ander President Arthur, but 
no change was made in the vllice during that 
Administration. In 1885 he was appointed a 
Commissioner by President Arthur, with Col, L, 
» W. Winehoster and , A, Snowden, to inspect a 
division of the Central Pacific Rallroad, That 
Was the only political or sem}-political office Mr, 
Cooper evor held, He ia » meipter of the Cham- 
tpl ot niob and Union 
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‘unlimited confidence and respect of al! who 
know him, . : Bie 
‘To THs TrmeEs’s reporter Mr. Cooper sald yes- 
terday: . “I look upon this.as an appointment 
from the business community in which we 
live—rather as a commercial appointment than 
political in its character. It was altogether 
unsolicited by me, and really I did not know 
about it until it had got well under way. It 
‘was requested by my old business friends ana 
associates, and comes in such a way. that Iam 
obliged to say I will accept it. I have never 
been prominent as @ politician, but have been 
® consistent, lifelong Republican. T have 
voted for every Republican _President we have 
had and for some we didn’t get.” 

Mr. Corbett was in the silk er third division, 
of the Appraijser’s Department, and he is said to 
be one of the ablest men intheservice. His ap- 


pointment displaces Francis Gross, a Democrat 
now at the head of the third division and As- 
sistant Appraiser, Who was agyonted about a 
year anda half ago on the death of William 
Kent, a Repnbiiean, who had heid the position 
for a generation. 





PERISHED IN THE SMOKE. 


FATAL RESULT OF A FIRE IN CENTRE- 
STREET. 


As Policeman Corcoran was patrolling his 
beat on Centre-streot last evening at’ 6:40 
o’clock he saw smoke issuing from the windows 
of the first loft of 85 Centre-street.. A hasty ex- 
amination revealed the presence of fire within, 
and an alarm was sounded from the box at 
Franklin and Centre streets. The building is a 
large brick strueture, the Centre-street num- 
bers being 81, 83, and 85. A second alarm 
was sent out immediately on the arrival of the 
fire engines. ‘No flames were visible, but a 
thick smoke spread through the building, ren- 
dering it exceedingly dificult for the firemen te 
work, 

The top floor ef 81 was occupied by Herman 
Schroeder, a gunsmith, who was in his shop 


with his two sons, Charlies and Louis, and an 
old man named Ferdinand Werner. When the 
smoke began to pour into their place Mr. 
Schroeder and his two sons escaped by sliding 
down @ rope to the adjoining building, 79. 
Werover was afraid to trust himself to the rope, 
and started to grope his way back to the ladder 
which led through the scuttle to the roof. He 
Was overcome by the smoke and fell suffocated 
to the floor within an arm’s length of the laader 
which would have saved him. Nothing was 
known of Sad gate in the place until a fire- 
man stumbied over the body by accident. The 
dead man was sixty-nine years old, and lived at 
110 Second-street, Hoboken, N. J. He was mar- 
ried and leaves four children. The body was 
conveyed to the Elizabeth-street station house. 

The other ocoupants of the building were Simon 
Zinn, whose fancy metals factory occupied the 
first four lofts; George W. Decker. a cloth 
sponger; Charles A. Way, washers; John Van- 
derzee, gilder of book edges, and M, L. Schneider. 
Mr. Decker estimates his loss at $500 and is 
fully insured. The losses te the other stooks in 
the building sould not be ascertained owing to 
the absence of the respective owners. 

The chief damage to the building was by the 
water. The site of this building was formerly 
occupied by the New-York Printing Company, 
Boss Tweed’s old office, and on Christmas Eve, 
1872, it was the scene of a fatal fire, in which 
six girls and three men perished. 


HENRY G. PEARSON VERY ILL..: 











THE POSTMASTER’S BONDSMEN PROVIDE 
FOR A POSSIBLE EMERGENCY. 

Postmaster Henry G. Pearson, who is 
lying ill at the residence of ex-Postmaster 
General T. L. James, at Highwood, N. J., is 
in a very critical condition. He had a severe 
hemorrhage at 2 o’olock yesterday morning, 
which in his weakened condition was seri- 
ously exhausting. ‘ 

Mr. Pearson’s physician, Dr. A. Jacobi, sent 
word to Mr. James that he regarded this hem- 
orrhage as @ very grave symptom. 

Mr. James communicated with Mr. Pearson’s 
sureties and explained to them the gravity of 
Mr. Pearson’s condition. At a meeting of the 
gentlemen on the Postmaster’s bond, wnioh was 
held in the office of Nr. George Joues, in THu 
Timers Building yesterday, the following resolu- 
tion was adopted, to tuke effect in the event of 
the sudden demise of Mr. Pearson: 

“The undersigned sureties on the bond of Henry 
G. Pearson, Postmaster of the city of New-York, 
do hereby designate and depute, as by section 448 
of the Postal Oode and regulations, Thomas L. 
James as Acting Postmaster at New-York City to 
perform the duties of the office and safely keep the 
property for them until a successor is appointed 
and takes possession.” 

Mr. Pearson’s illness dates back -_ several 
months, but he fought againat 1t until forced to 
succumb by reason of overwork. Mr. James 
thinks that his close attention to the business 
of his-office after passing a point where he 
should have taken rest is the cauae of his pres- 
ent condition.

When the suit of William McLaughlin to 
compel Ira O. Miller to pay the cost of paving 
Fourth-avenue, Brooklyn, in front of three lots 
bought by the former’s brother, Robert Mc- 
Laughlin, from Miller was tried in the Supreme 
Court yesterday, a point was raised by the de- 
fense which may cost the city of Brooklyn 
$1,000,000. 

When Robert McLaughlin bought the prop- 
erty there was a covenant in the deed com- 
pelling him to pay the $1,500 charged for grad- 
ing and paving. He paid it, but his executor 
now sues to recover that amount from Miller 
on the ground that the latter should have 
paid it. 

In his defense Miller pointed out that the 
assessment for this improvement was in- 
valid. In the argument it Was brought 
out that the act directing the assessment 
ordered the Board of Assessors to levy 
specific amounts equally upon property on 
Fourth-avenue, This the assessors did not do, 
put merely divided the total assessment by the 
number of inehes!n the whole area, and then 
assessed at so much an ineb. Justice Cullen 
reserved his decision and adjourned the case. 

The original assessment aggregated $400,- 
000, but with interest the property owners wiil 
now have a olaim for over $1,000,000 if the as- 
sessment is declared invalid.

ALUMNED FOOD. 


THE HEALTH AUTHORITIES TEYING TO 
SUPPRESS IMPURE BAKING POWDEBS. 

The public health authorities have issued 
& warning against the imperfect alum and 
phosphate baking powders which they find be- 
ing sold ininereasing quantities, more especially 
to the poorer clases, te whom they are repre- 
sentea as wholesome articles. The manufact- 
urers of these artteles are ignoring this warn- 
ing and there will probably result a serious 
conflict. Two of them, (the makers of ‘‘ Davie’n” 
and ‘Silverstar,”) whose brands were pub 
by the health authorities in the. of powders 
contal alum, have gone 80 far as to offer 
special indueements te dealers who will con- 
tinue the sale of their goods. irrespective of 
injunction of the officers. 

hesé manufacturers ralse the point that the 
sale of alum Danie powéers is notin direct 
violation of law. The same int was raised 
when parties were arrested for selling alum 
baking powders in St. Lawrence Oounty, N. Y. 
But the result of the trial decided that their 
sale was a violation of the food adulteration 
laws and the eeurt inflicted the heaviest pen- 
pe Fw oa by the law upon the convicted 
Parties, 

Under the law in New-Jersey, the State Board 
of Health has appointed chemists to make an- 
elpees and issued a regulation which says: 
‘These cheap and imperfeet powders contain 
alum or phosphate, and are so crudely com- 

ounded that a residue is left in the bread or 

iscuit after poy 2 The pubiic are warned 
against these and in their suppression will be 
fatthnfally aided.” 

In Massachusetts the alum baking powders 
have been classed as unwhelegome, and thelr 
sale has nearly ceased through the § me mg 
of their names by the State Board of Health. 

In Ohio the State authorities have issued the 
following: - 

“Theuse of alum in baking powder is con- 
sidered deleterious. Hence, the use of this 
mineralis prehibited in the manufacture of 
baking powder. Parties selling or manufactur- 
ing such baking pewder wili be liable to arrest 
for selling an article that is considered dele- 
térious to health.” 

Congress has also passed alaw for the pre- 
vention of adulteration of food in the District 
ot Columbia, under which alum is declared to be 
@ substance known to produce a poisonous 
effect, whose presence in food is harmful, and 
the manufacture or sale of bread containing it is 
made a misdemeanor punishable by both fine 
and imprisenment. 

in view of these regulations and expressions 
from health authorities, it seems monstrous 
that grocers, wholesale and retaij, should con- 
tinue to offer te such of their customers as are 
ignorant concerning the alum powders, these 
deleterious articles simply because they can be 
purchased at lower prices and perhaps offer a 
largef margin of protit than the pure cream of 
tartar powder.

"ARBOR DAY IN NEW-YORK 


HOW IT WILL BE OBSERVED 
BY SOHOOL CHILDEEN. 
SUPERINTENDENT DRAPER ARRANGES A 

PROGRAMME—TREES THAT GROW 
BEST—SOME CELEBRATED TREES. 
ALBANY, April 18.—With considerable care 
Buperintendent of Public Instruction Draper 
Das prepared an exhaustive programme for the 

observance of Arbor Day. He says: 


“The object sought may well command the most 
though consideration and the painstaking ef- 
forts of schoolj officers, teachers, and. pupils in 
every sphool district and in every educational insti- 
tution, and of all others who are interested in bean- 
tifying the sohoole and the homes of the State. It 
will be well not onjy to plant trees and ba and 
vines and towers where they may contribute to 
pleasure and oomfort, but also to provide for their 
perpetual cere, and to —preeer such work by 
exeroises which will lead to a contemplation of 
| the subjeot in its variea relations and resultant in- 
‘fluences. It is fitting that trees should be dedicatea 
‘to inent scholars, educatora, statesmen, soldiers, 
. Historians, or poets, or to favorite teachers or pupils 
!4n the different localities. On this occasion, however, 

would be eappotehy. appropriate to dedicate one 

in each district to Washineten. The oppor- 
jtunity should not be. lost vue is afforded by the 
occasion for illustrating and bn ‘orcing the thonght 
that the universe, its creation, its arrangement, 
= allof ite developing processes are not due to 
umaen planning or oversight, but to the infinite 
dom and power of God. 

“Our school exercises, and particularly those of 
@D unustal character, should be interspersed with 
selections, songs, and acts which will inspire patri- 
Otism. Upon the same week in which Arbor Day first 
occurs the Nation will celebrate the inauguration 
of Washington, the completion of ‘the more perfect 
Union,’ and the full organization of the National 
Government. It willbe a great and magnificent 
outburet of praise and song and exaltation, appro- 
priate to the successful rounding out of the first. hun- 
dred years of the Nation's life. Letthis fact have 

’ gome place and exert some influence in our Arbor 
Day exercises.” 


The programme contains the fact that arbor 
Day is not a legal holiday. The Superintendent 
aske to be informed as soon as possible of the 
number of trees planted. The choice of a State 
tree is to be decided by a. vote to be taken on 
the first observance of Arbor Day on May 3. 
Regarding the matter he says: 

‘“* A prominent educator makes the suggestion that

TROUBLES. OF MERCHANTS. 


A SURPLUS PRODUCTION WHIOH SHOULD 
BE MET BY WIDENED MARKETS. | 

Not only workingmen, but also mer- 
chants who supported the Republican ticket 
on the platform of a high protective tariff, are 
beginning to find out that the promises of the 
politicians of the Grand Old Party: that busi- 
ness would boom up and march rapidly towara 
the highlands of prosperity with the election of 
Harrison and the consequent triumph of high 
taxes upon necessaries are not being fulfilled, 
and that, instead of progress or even a contin 
uavion of the state of affairs that existed under 
Cleveland’s Administration, there seems to be a 
steady retrograde movement. The question now 
arises for solution, ** What are we to do with 
the surplus of the production of this country 
that is steadily growing larger and is to-day 
much larger than the consumption Y”’ 

In conversation with Mr. Rickerson, one of 
the largest dealers in hay and feed in this city, 
yesterday, that gentleman expressed consider- 
able concern about the subject. While talking 
about the condition of trade in the line of raw 
products and their relative cost, Mr. Rickereon 
said that the price of meal and oats was about 
as low as that of hay, taking into consideration 
the waste that is caused in: handling the hay. 
The production of cereals and flour, and also ef 
hay and straw, in consequence of the steady 
improvement in machinery, has been increas- 
ing ata mre rate. The acreage now under cul- 
tivation is infinitely greater than it was twenty 
or thirty years ago, and the yield is as much 
erage even in proportion to the present popu- 

ation of this country. In Minneapolis one set 
of mills grind nearly eight thousand barrels of 
flour a day, andanumber of years ago, when 
the population was considerably more than half 
of the present population, the largest mills did 
not turn out 3,000 barrels a day. And since 
then most mills have increased their grinding 
capacity and other mills have deen established. 

The production ef beef and pork has also enor- 
mously increased andis much greaterin pro- 
portion to the population than it was then, and 
opulation 
of the cities and towns and mining districts is 
now much larger in proportion to the farming 
and cattle-raising population. 

An extended commerce with Europe or with 
South American ceuntries, Mr. Rickerson said, 
is absolutely necessary to relieve this country 
of the surplus that Mes like a heavy burden 
upon the shoulders of merchants, manufactur- 
ers, and farmers, but how to find a market for 
all this production of the labor of the working- 
man was question that he could not easily 
solve. Ifthe people of the United States had 
more ships of their own the business of this 
country might be enlarged, he believed, but how 
to build many ships under the present laws 
was a question that could not be solved.

REFEREE CALVIN FAVORS THE RELEASE 
OF A WARD’8" ISLAND PATIENT. 
‘Ex-Surrogate Delano C. Calvin, as ref- 
eree, completed a report yesterday, in which he 
advises the discharge from'the insane asylum 
on Ward’s Island of Henry Scherr, a prosperous 
mechanic, who owns his house at 303 East 
Bixty-ninth-street and has other property. 
Much testimony was taken before Referee 
Caivin to show that Scherr was insane, and 
many of his friends appeared to testify as to 

his sanity. 

‘Should the report of the referee be confirmed, 
there is the chance of a man who has certainly 
exhibited peculiar characteristics resuming his 
liberty and afterward proving to be insane, and 
if the report is not confirmed, there is the possi- 
bility ofa sane man being shut up while his 
property goes to the benefit of others. Mr. 
August P. Wagener, Scherr’s counsel, will 
move in the Supreme Court to have the report 
contirmed. ee 

Scherr is fifty-five years old and has lived in 
this country since . 1854, for a Jong time having 
been foremanina largei foundry in this city. 
His family consists @of his wife ana 
seven ebildren, all of whom are ranged 
against him on the question of. 
his sauity. For the _ past six years 
his relations with hie family have been unpleas- 
ant, and he, although living ion the Same Louse, 
occupied apartments by himself. About the 
lst of January last his relations with his wife 
became especially uupleasant, und one day, 
after drinking acup of cotfee which she made, 
he accused her of attempting to poison him. 
He became sick and the other tenants of the 
house bad’a doctor brought in, as none of his 
family seemed inviined to call one. 

A day erso after he recovered Mrs. Scherf 
went to the Fifty-seventh-Street Police Court 
and complained that her husband was insane. 
He was taken before the Police Justice and by 
lim sent for examination to Bellevue Hospital. 
There Dra, Fitch and Fivid pronounced him in- 
sane, and on theircertificate he was commit- 
ted. The certificate was approved by two 
Judges of the City Court, and Svherr was trans- 
ferred to the insane asylum on Ward’s Island. 
Soon after some of the tenants of his house and. 
fellow-workmen secured Mr. Wagener’s serv- 
ices, and he gota writ of habeas corpus from 
Judge Patterson of the Supreme Court. 

Hearings in the case were begun before Ref- 
eree Calvin Jan. 22, 1889. Mr. Scherr was 
placed on the stand in his own behalf, and 
nearly a dozen persons who had known him for 
many years, including his former employer, 
August Mietz, testifiel that they had never 
known him to act in any but a sane manner. 
Dr. Meyer Rosenblueth also. testified that 
Seherr was sane. Drs. Fitch and Field testified 
that, in their opinion, Scherr was insane when 
they made their examination. Mrs. Scherr and 
the children testified as to hia queer bebavior 
oD Many occasions. 

Ex-Surrogate Calvin declares: that in his 
Opinion Soherr is sane. ‘The animus of his fam- 
ily, he holds, has been clearly shown from their 
own testimony. He had not lived happily with 
his wife, the children had sided with her, and it 
W2s not strange that he had withdrawn from 
their company. Nor did Mr. Calvin consider it 
a delusion that Scherr thought his wife had at- 
tempted to poison him and was trying to get 
possession of his property. Under all the cir- 
cumstanees, too, 1t Was natural that he should 

ve been mentally depressed at the time Drs. 

itch and Field made their examination. 

Whatever disposition is made of the case 
Scherr’s efforts to prove his sanity will cost 
him about $1,500. 








WOMEN OF NERVE. 


THEY REMAIN INA STREET CAR WHILE 
ALL THE MEN RUN. 

Let a few more accidents occur of the 
kind that blockaded Broadway from Oity Hall 
Park to Wall-street yesterday afternoon and 
any plan which promises to ‘relieve the con- 
gestion of lower Broadway” will be opposed at 
the psrilof the opposer’s life. Street car No. 
348 of. the Broadway line, bound south, was at 
Cortlandt-street when a one-horse truck going 
the other way was run into by a heavy fruit- 
laden truck, bound in the same direotion. The 
hind wheel of the fruiter’s truck caught the 
front wheel of the other and swung the horse’s 
head across the track, and the atreet car coming 
along just at that time the shafts of the collid- 
ing truck were caught by the window frames 
and lifted and veered around. Three of the 
windows were broken out and the frames were 
twisted and broken. 

When the car was brought to a stop the truck 
horse’s head and the shafts were sticking 
through the broken windows and the wheels of 
the two trucks wore inextricably tangled. 

There were a dozen passengers in the car at 
the time. Among them were two ladies who 
sat right under the windows whieh were demol- 
ished, and their escape from serious injuries 
was miraculous. To their credit it. must be 
sald they were the only passengers who did 
not lose presence of mind and make frantic at- 
tempts to escape from the car. While two or 
three men climbed out so unceremoniously that 
they fell and rolled in the mud, these ladies 
merely removed to seatson the opposite side 
of the Car. 

The thoroughfare was thronged with vehicles 
of all kinds at the time, and the smash-up 
caused a dam of the current of tratfio against 
which cars and wagons and curriages banked 
up on both sides as far up town as the City Hall 
and as far down town as Trinity Church, while 
the contributing current from the oross streets 
were also congested. Half a dozen stalwart 
policemen and as many truckmen lifted the car 
off the track clear of the truck and the flow of 
the curreut was resumed. No arrests were 
made. Accidents of this character are of almost 
hourly ccecurrence, though rarely of so serious 
result. They are duein part to the deep ruts in 
the pavement that throw the wheels of vehicles 
into collision in spite of the greatest care a 
driver may take. Above all, Broadway is too 
narrow for the accommodation of the immense 
tide of traffic which pours into it from the mer- 
cantile and commercial warehouses and the 
long line of docks on both sides of the city.

ONE OF EDWARD WESTON’S IMPORTANT, 

, INVENTIONS INVOLVED. 

“The Westinghouse. Electric Company, 
through its lessee, the United States Electric 
Lighting Company, yesterday brought suit in 
the United States Circuit Court, this city. 
against the Manhattan Electric Light Com- 
pany of:New-York City, which operates what 
ig Known as the Fort Wayne Jenney system, for, 
infringement of.a patent just granted. to the 
United States Company for an important im- 
provement in the armatures of dynamo-electric 
machines, made a number of years since by the 
well-known electrician, Edward Weston of New- 
ark, N. J. As the invention forms a part of 
nearly every dynamo machine and electric 
motor now in use in tho United States the 
proceedings in this case will. be likely to excite: 
a good deal of interest in electrical circles. 

The history ef the invention is said to be a 
somewhat curious one. In the earlier dynamo 
machines.of Farmer, Gramme, Siemans, .and 
otbers, much trouble was experienced from the 
overheating of the armature, its temperature 
occasionally becoming sufficiently high to fuse 
the metals of which it was composed. In 1877 
Mr. Weston patented what was then regarded 
as @ very important improvement, a ventilated 
armature, niade up of separate sections, with 
air spaces between the sections, a construction 
which served the donble purpose of diminishing 
the evolution of heat and of cooling the parts 
by currents of air produced by the rapid revo- 
lution of the armature. In the course of time 
Mr. Weston made the further discovery that by 
yeoneey. proportioning the working parts of a 

ynamo the heating effect might. be so largely 
reduced as to render the ventilating space be- 
tween the sections unnecessary, and in 1882 he 
applied for a patentona sectional armature, 
having the sections separated merely by thin 
shells of insulating material. 

This invention being simultaneously claimed 
by Edison, whois said to have independently 
invented it, a contest of more than 81x years’ 
duration took place in the Patent Office, which 
finally resulted 1n a decision in favor of Weston 
as the first inventor, whereupon the Edison 
Electric. Light Company, which had in use @ 
very large number of machines containing the 
invention, is said to have secured a license 
trom Weston’s assignee, and thus succeeded in 
protecting their customers.and business. Dur- 
ing the protracted proceedings in the Patent 
Offices almost every manufacturer of dynamo 
machines, electric motors, and induction ap- 
prratus in the country has made free use of 

eston’s invention, and it is said that many 
thousand machines embodying it have been 
sold and put in use all over the country, Until 
the patent was actually issued the owners of 
the invention had, of course, no means of pro- 
tecting themselves, but the prompt institution 
of. legal proceedings against the Mannattan 
Cémpany within a few days after the issue of 
the patent, it is said, indicates that the Westing- 
house and Edison interests intend to enforce” 
their claims for the future in a vigorous and 
energetic manner. 

It Mr. Weston’s patent turns out to be valid 
its present and prospective value is very great, 
as the inventicn contributes very largely to the 
eficiency and economical operation of all the 
modern apparatus for the ceneration and dis- 
tribution of electri¢e light and power.

UNDERWRITERS AROUSED. 








OPPOSITION TO A BILL TO RESTRICT THE 
REINSURANCE OF RISKS. 

A conference of city underwriters was 
held at the rooms of the New-York Board of 
Fire Underwriters yesterday to consider the 
effect ofa bill now pending in the Assembly 
and reading as follows: 

SECTION 1. It shall not be lawful for any fire in- 
surance company organized or incorporated under 
the laws of this State to reinsure any risk located 
within this State with any person, partnership asso- 
ciation, corporation, or company which at the date 
of such reinsurance is not authorized to transact 
business in this State; and no person, partnership 
association, corporation, or company organized or 
incorporated under the laws of any other State or 
country shall reinsure any risk located within this 
State with any person, partnersbip association, cor- 
poration, or company not admitted to transact bus- 
iness in this State; and it shall be the duty of the 
Superintendent of the Insurance Department to re- 
quire schedules of veinsurance from each persen, 
partnership assoeiation, corporation, or compan 
transacting business in this State, whenever suc 
person, partnership association, corporation, or 
company files a true statement of its condition, 

SEC. 2, All acts or parta of acts inconsistent with 
this act are hereby repealed. 

Skc. 3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

This innecent little bill is practically restor- 
ing an old law enacted ten years ago, but 
amended in 1885, to permit reinsurance in un- 
represented companies, provided the amount 


of Frontiers paid for such reinsurance is not 
deducted from the unearned reinsurance fund. 
The present bill, however, differs from the old 
measure in’.this that it is confined to risks 
located in this State. 

The weeting developed the fact that the prop- 
esition is favored by several of the large Ameri- 
ean companies and opposed by English com- 
panies which have contracts of reinsurance of 
their surplus lines with companies in Europe, 
by which their ordinary lines upon property in 
this city are doubled and often trebled, The 
Home Insurance Company of this city forms 
arn exception to this statement, as its officers 
are opposed to the bill on the greund that the 
English companies can make contracts abroad 
without their American offices knowing 1t, and 
this bill will not prevent their doing so. 

The main objections to the bill, however, come 
from representatives of English companies, and 
in well-informed circles there is a belief that its 
support will be evenly divided among domestic 
and foreign offices. The President of a leading 
city company acknowledges the authorship of 
the bill as printed. i 

The meeting unanimously asked this gentle- 
man to use his:influence to have action on the 
bill deferred, and it was finally resolved to call 
the full board together for further discussion of 
the subject.
